Snail and Sow Bug Cure 


Dear Editor: 

In the January issue, Dahlia Honor 
Roll Judge Richard T. Eddy reported his 
plants had been afflicted with snails and 
sow bugs. He should try my remedy! 

I spray the undersides of boards and 
flats with DDT which kills these pests in 
the places where they hide. I also 
spray the soil with sulphur and spread 
wood ashes over the soil, floors and 
shelves in my greenhouse—no bug takes 
pleasure in eating its way through ashes. 
Since following these practices I haven't 
been afflicted with either snails or sow 
bugs.—Dr. V. V. PHetps, Wayne, Mich.

Winter Daphne 


You will make daily trips to the garden to enjoy the 
fragrance of this delightful winter-blooming shrub. 


INTER daphne, Daphne odora, is 

an oriental shrub of such high quali- 

fications that one wonders why it is 
seldom seen in northern gardens. It is 
well known in Southeastern and Gulf 
states as well as along the West Coast 
and its greatest value is certainly in these 
regions of mild climate. 

But, winter daphne may also be 
planted farther north in gardens where 
unusual subjects are enjoyed. Although 
Farrer notes that this species is hardy 
in protected spots, a careful search in 
the manuals brings forth no suggestion 
that this evergreen shrub will stand be- 
low zero temperatures, but such is in- 
deed the case. Winter daphne is much 
hardier than is generally supposed. 

This surprising hardiness is evidenced 
by specimens growing outdoors in differ- 
ent areas of northern New Jersey where 
extremes in temperatures are far from 
unusual. These daphnes are free bloom- 
ing and vigorous, the largest plant being 
3 feet high and 4 feet across. 

Winter daphnes make rather formal 
rounded shrubs until they are about ten 
years old. Aged specimens occasionally 
surpass 5 feet in height and they may 
lose their regular habit, often becoming 
somewhat treelike in the diminutive scale 
characteristic of oriental gardens. 

The evergreen leaves are thickish, 
smooth and somewhat crowded towards 
the tips of the branchlets. This leaf 
pattern makes an effective foil for the 
blooms. 

Flower buds are densely clustered at 
the tips of the shoots. In mid- or late 
winter they open into fragrant purplish

or pinkish flowers. These last for sev- 
eral weeks, depending upon the weather 
as well as on the latitude. In the north, 
flowers usually start to open in March 
and continue well into May. 

Typically, the flowers of winter daphne 
are purplish pink outside and _ lighter 
pink inside. The form marginata, with 
leaves narrowly marked with yellow 
along the margins, has paler pink flow- 
ers of more pleasing effect. English 
records give this (variety luteo-marginata 
or marginata hort.) as being of Japanese 
origin and more hardy than others. It is 
interesting to note that specimens found 
in northern locations seem to be this 
form. The yellow variegation in the leaves 
is negligible, but it seems of much more 
significance that these Japanese selections 
have a greater degree of hardiness—a 
condition found in leaf-color variations of 
several plants, 

Flowers of Daphne odora have a par- 
ticularly rich and penetrating fragrance, 
a characteristic indicated by the Swedish 
botanist Thunberg when he named it. 
As in more than one case of early botan- 
ical explorations in the Orient, Dr. Carl 
Peter Thunberg was traveling as a pliy- 
sician for the Dutch East India Company 
when he noted this shrub growing abun- 
dantly around Nagasaki in the middle 
1770’s. Thunberg’s survey of medicinal 
and other plants noted on his travels 
around Kyushu and southern Honshu is 
recorded in his “Flora Japonica,” pub- 
lished in 1784. This book is the basis for 
modern plant science in Japan. 

The Chinese form of this shrub, often

By Dr. PHILIP G. CORLISS 
HRILLS galore await the adventur- 


ous gardener who has not grown the 

exciting new hybrid carnations. If 
you can grow any variety of dianthus 
such as pinks or sweet william in your 
garden and if you grow house plants or 
have a greenhouse, you'll be able to grow 
these beauties with ease. 

Propagation and culture are similar 
in many respects to that of chrysanthe- 
mums, except that carnations will bloom 
the year ‘round. With normal care, you 
get bloom from rooted side 
five months. If the blooms are cut long 
—that is, close to the ground—the plant 
may do well for a couple of years. But 
generally. the stems of old plants get

hard and woody, resulting in retarded 
growth and smaller and fewer blooms; 
therefore, it is best to start with new 


plants every year. 
Carnation cuttings can be

Not only has the color range been ex

Potting soil should be loose and fri- 
able.

Carefully 
remove some soil from around plant before placing it in the smaller pot. Firm soil around 
plant so surface is about }-inch below rim. 4 After plant is placed, add layer of vermic- 
ulite or chopped sphagnum moss to prevent rapid evaporation of moisture from the soil. 


Divide multiple-crown plants 
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I Plants which have formed several crowns usually bloom better if they are divided. The 
plant shown is much too large for its 3-inch pot.

together the following in almost any com- 
bination to make a loose compost: well- 
rotted manure, loam, leafmold or peat- 
moss, vermiculite and a little bonemeal. 
A small quantity of bonfire ashes or wood 
ashes will be a beneficial addition. 

Sterilization of potting soil is not abso- 
lutely necessary but, with the prevalence 
of fungous spores, nematodes and other 
pests and diseases, it is a worthwhile 
precaution. We sterilize the potting soil 
in small amounts, as it is needed, by bak- 
ing it in a 200° to 250° oven for about 
an hour. Do not have the oven too hot 
or bake the soil too long for this would 
be harmful. When the compost has 
cooled, moisten it slightly and let it “set” 
for a day or so until it is the proper 
texture for potting. 

In potting, we usually place a small 
piece of brick or broken pot chip over 
the drainage hole, then a small wad of 
sphagnum or peatmoss before the pot- 
ting soil is filled in. Each plant is placed 
carefully so that the point where the 
lowest leaves join the stem will be just 


| above the final soil level. We then firm 


the soil around the plants and add a 


| thin layer of vermiculite or chopped 


sphagnum moss on the surface. This will 
help prevent rapid evaporation of water 
from the soil and will aid in maintaining 


| a more uniform humidity around the 


leaves. 

Large plants, whose leaves extend be- 
yond the pot edge, should not be removed 
from pots by turning them upside down 
and tapping the pot rim on a table edge. 
This method usually breaks some of their 
leaves. Whenever our large plants need 


repotting, we find it easy to remove them 


from the pot by pushing a small stick 
up through the drainage hole and gently 
forcing the contents from the pot, with- 
out disturbing the roots. 

Be sure your plants receive plenty of 
light. Inadequate light is perhaps the 
main reason why some African violets 
refuse to bloom. Direct sunlight is not 


| advisable, except during the early 


morning or late afternoon. 
Plants grown for foliage alone re- 


| quire less light than those grown for 


| 


flowers. As a rule the best blooms will 
be produced in light that is too strong 
to develop the best foliage; so, a com- 


| promise must be made to obtain the best 


flowers and richest foliage possible. You 


can tell whether or not conditions are 


satisfactory, as small buds will develop 
with amazing rapidity in spring, if all is 
right. If the buds fail to develop as fast 


| as you think they should, move the plants

to a spot where they will receive more 
light but avoid unshaded midday sun. 

The temperature at which you grow 
your plants should be watched carefully. 
African violets do not like less than 60 
at night. They thrive best at higher 
temperatures but over 75° or 80° humid- 
ity must also be maintained if they are 
to do well. We prefer to grow our plants 
at 65° to 70° at night and even at 
60° in early spring as the plants will re- 
main in bloom much longer without re- 
quiring division or repotting. Higher 
temperatures force the plants into a 
shorter growth cycle and it becomes 
necessary to keep young plants coming 
along to maintain a display of bloom. 

Proper watering is an important factor. 
African violets should be moist, never 
bone-dry or soggy-wet for long. We 
water them with warm or almost hot 
water either from the saucer or at the 
surface, taking care to pour the water 
in the spaces between the leaves. Do 
not wet the leaves, except to wash off 
dust with warm water every few weeks. 
This will also help discourage insects. 
Make sure the plants dry out of direct 
sunlight. 


For Stubborn Plants 


If your plants refuse to bloom even 
when they are large enough. plunge the 
pots in a dish of very warm water, deep 
enough to come half way up the pot. 
Leave them there for an hour or so and 
then drain off excess water before setting 
the plants back in their usual places. 
Do this whenever they need water and, 
if light conditions are satisfactory, buds 
should soon develop. 

A weak soluble fertilizer or liquid 
manure applied about every two weeks 
during the spring and summer will pro- 
mote growth and flowering. In sections 
of low humidity, it may be necessary to 
place the pots in flats or trays on moist 
sphagnum, coal cinders, peatmoss or 
vermiculite. This will increase the 
humidity around the plants to help pro- 
duce the growth necessary for abundant 
bloom. If your plants refuse to bloom in 
spite of this, add a pinch of superphos- 
phate to the surface of the soil. Some- 
times this will force bud formation. 

This is the season to start an African 
violet collection. We suggest you obtain 
a few plants in your favorite colors from 
a saintpaulia specialist. During cool 
weather, they can be shipped safely to 
any part of the United States. Order 
started plants or some_near-blooming 
size.

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A NEW 
RACE OF 
SWEET PEAS

OU’RE due for a big surprise when you first see the Multi- 

flora sweet pea! Can you imagine six, eight or even ten 

florets on a single sweet pea stem? A half dozen sprays make 
a fine bouquet. 

I first met Bill Zvolanek, originator and developer of this 
flower, over a year ago. He told me about his new Multiflora 
in glowing terms. His eyes were shining, his voice was tense— 
he was like a kid describing a new toy. I kept saying, “Yes, yes,” 
but all the time I had my tongue in cheek, it just didn’t seem 
possible. Who ever heard of a sweet pea with more than four 
florets on a single stem? 

I certainly won’t blame you for being skeptical when I say 
that I have seen as many as a full dozen blooms on a single 
stem, for that’s just the way I felt when Bill told me the same 
story when we first met. But when I dropped in on the 
William Zvolanek Seed Company in Lompoc, California, last 
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spring, I asked Bill to take me out to 
see the Multifloras, which were then in 
bloom. As we approached his fields, a 
solid mass of color met my eyes—sweet 
peas in all possible colors, and what 
fragance! 

Sweet peas raised for seed are field 
grown—that is, they are allowed to 
sprawl all over the ground without bene- 
fit of trellis. In this way the ripe seed 
may be harvested by machine, an im- 
portant factor in the economics of com- 
mercial seed production. 

Walking between the rows, we reached 
down now and then to pick an especially 
choice specimen. When I finally stopped 
oh-ing and ah-ing, Bill wiped the broad 
grin off his face and, with a far-away 
look in his eyes, said, “It’s taken me 
eleven years.” 

“Go ahead,” I prompted, “tell me 
more.” 

“Eleven years ago,” he said slowly, 
“I found a single sweet pea plant which 
had five or six florets on some of the 
stems. From that one plant, in a single 
color, I have developed this,” pointing 
to the blossoming acres around us. “I 
worked with the first plant and _ its 
progeny for several years, until, by re- 
peated selections, I was able to develop 
a strain which consistently produced 
florets in greater numbers than the usual 
four-to-a-stem.” 

“But how,” I queried. “did you get 
all these colors?” 

“Well,” he explained, “after I had a 
Multiflora strain in the original color 
which ran true (did not revert back to the 
four-floret type), I started crossing it 
with the regular Spencer type in all 
colors. For example, I crossed the Multi- 
flora strain with a deep red Spencer and 
planted this seed the following year. 
Out of, say, a hundred plants, the ma- 
jority would be worthless but perhaps 
two or three would show the deep red 
color of the Spencer parent while still 
retaining the many florets of the Multi- 
flora parent. 

“In this way, by thousands of crosses 
and selections, I have built up a com- 
plete series of colors. I have also man- 
aged, at the same time, not only to main- 
tain the fragrance, but in several cases 
to improve it, as well as to substantially 
increase the size and body of the Mullti- 
flora—including stems, foliage and blos- 
soms. Many of the blooms, by the way, 
are quite double. 

“But,” he sighed, “it was a lot of 
work.” I heaved an echoing sigh myself 
—it was more expressive than words. 

“Bill.” I questioned, “how did you 
come to learn so much about sweet 
peas?”

and, I guess,” he added with a smile, “I 
must take after him.” 

Bill’s father, Anton Zvolanek, was a 
native of Bohemia. As a boy, he was 
interested in flowers, and especially in 
sweet peas. At that time the sweet pea 
was quite insignificant. 

The first recorded sweet pea was found 
in Sicily in the year 1700 (or there- 
abouts) and was a very short-stemmed 
specimen with one or two rather insig- 
nificant violet-colored florets. A number 
of years later a white variety was found 
in Ceylon. Until 1870, these were the 
only two varieties known. Soon after 
that, hybridists crossed them with the 
ordinary table pea and with vetch, a

fodder plant of the same family, to de- 
velop the sweet pea in somewhat the 
same form as it is known to gardeners 
today. 

This, however, was a summer-flowering 
plant. It remained for Anton Zvolanek 
to perfect the Early Winter-Flowering 
Spencer sweet pea—the result of years 
of labor and experimentation. As an 
immigrant to the United States in 1888, 
he continued this work, and in 1910 
moved to Lompoc, California, one of the 
largest flower-seed producing districts in 
the world. 

Zvolanek’s Multiflora sweet peas will 
grow wherever ordinary sweet peas grow. 
They should be accorded the same cul- 
tural considerations given regular plant- 
ings of early-flowering varieties. (See 
“Anyone Can Grow Sweet Peas” in the 
January FLower Grower.) Only, this 
time, be prepared for an extra big thrill 
when they come into bloom.»

New Plants, and Why 


DON’T know whether a_ gardener 

wants new plants for the same reason 

he or she wants a new car, new 
clo hes, new breakfast food or new any- 
thing else, or whether there’s really some- 
thing different about it. I like to think 
there is, and sometimes I think it could 
be proved that there is. Other times ’m 
nol. so sure.... 

Anyway, I’m sure it’s not only because 
he wants something “better” than any- 
thing he already has that a gardener 
tries new plants. It’s also because he 
wants variety, more and different plants; 
because he wants to see changes, altera- 
tions from one year to the next; and be- 
cause he wants, knowingly or not, to 
make discoveries. 


HE spice of variety, I guess, is just as 

important to gardening as to anything 
else in life or, indeed, to life itself. Not 
many of us, of course, want our garden- 
ing so spicy that we set out to grow as 
miny species and varieties of plants as 
we possibly can; and none, on the other 
hand, want it so bland that we’re content 
to grow only one kind of plant. It’s the 
old story of everything in moderation, 
the happy medium, and such: there 
mustn’t be too little and there mustn’t be 
too much. but there must be some. 

Change is in a slightly different cate- 
gory, because the change of seasons and 
the nature of plant growth insure at least 
cyclic change in any garden. But most 
of us aren’t satisfied with merely cyclic 
change—the transformation that occurs 
regularly year after year—for which na- 
ture alone is responsible. We want to 
have a part in it ourselves, to be the 
makers of changes, the creators of new- 
ness in our garden as our fancy dictates. 
To grow the same plants the same way, 
year in and year out, would be a static, 
tiresome sort of gardening, which none of 
us who've gardened a while would want. 
To satisfy ourselves with our gardening, 
we literally must try new plants. 

The importance of discovery, perhaps, 
is not so obvious if we’ve not stopped to 
think about it. But it’s a fact nonethe- 
less that the enjoyment of gardening by 


most of us is very largely dependent upon 
our constantly discovering new plants, 
new combinations, new techniques, and 
so on. We get pleasure out of making a 
discovery—out of revealing something to 
ourselves—and we get pleasure out of 
telling others of what we’ve discovered, 
even when we've discovered that some- 
thing new is inferior to something old. 
It’s the kind of pleasure we’re likely to 
experience without full awareness, but 
if it weren’t there . . . well, in that case 
many of us probably never would have 
become gardeners. It’s that essential. 


T’S for all these reasons—besides our 

continual pursuit of “better” things— 
that nurserymen and seedsmen are for- 
ever bringing out and promoting novel- 
ties of one kind or another. Each of 
them, it’s true, seeks to make us try his 
new things as against someone else’s. but 
they are, all of them, catering to our con- 
stant, insistent demand. 

Sure as shooting, we'll be disappointed 
with some of the new things they per- 
suade us to try; but even at that we'll 
enjoy disagreeing about them with other 
gardeners whose taste we find less dis- 
criminating than our own! More often, 
though, we won’t be disappointed. No 
matter what, we'll always want and we’ll 
always buy new plants. 

To new gardeners, who haven't yet 
caught on to the ways of veterans, all

Next in importance is Mr. Riebe’s belief in the 
value of organic gardening to which he attributes 
much of his success. He finds that this method lowers

gives you the benefit of his vast experience in 


\VERY year, from spring until fall, 
our garden is visited by rose lovers 
from all parts of the country. They 

come singly and they come in groups— 
small groups and large groups. Some 
stay only a few minutes, some stay for 
hours, and some stay for days. And all 
of them, I think, ask questions. 

The questions we're asked probably 
would add up to just about everything 
that could be asked about roses. Essenti- 
ally, though, almost every one of them 
is a specific question belonging to one or 
the other of two main generic questions: 
why do we grow roses—or rather why do 
we grow so many roses (over 5.000 plants 
in over 3,000 species and varieties )—and 
how do we grow roses. 

I don’t suppose I could tell the whole 
truth about why or how we grow roses 
no matter how hard I might try or how 
long I might take trying. But I think 
it'll be worth the effort to try to at least 
summarize the why and the how of the 
hobby that has become the full-time non- 
profit (in the monetary sense) occupa- 
tion of both myself and my good wife 
since I retired from business a dozen 
years ago. 


First, then: 
Why I Grow Roses 


The rose, for me, is the most beautiful 
of all flowers. Its sheer loveliness defies 
both description and comparison. And 
I’m sure it has always been similarly re- 
garded by countless others, for since the 
dawn of history it has been the most 
adored flower in all the arts and crafts, 
in song, in poetry and in everyday 
romance. Some 2.000 years ago the Greek 
poetess Sappho called the rose the Queen 
of Flowers and there has never since been 
even a close rival for the title. 

The flower of the rose is delightful in 
all stages of development—from tight 
bud to fully opened bloom—and it is 
long lasting both on the plant and when 
cut. For flower arrangements, and for 
cut-flower use in general, it comes closer 
to perfection, I think, than any other 
flower. In size. roses range from about 
half an inch across in some miniatures to 
more than 6 inches across in some hybrid 
teas. Their color range is greater than 
that of any other flower -except perhaps 
the dahlia. And their fragrance, I’m sure, 
is the favorite of more people than that 
of anything else in the world.

bility. The smallest miniatures, only a 
few inches tall, are among the most de- 
lightful of rock garden plants; the hy- 
brid teas and floribundas are deservedly 
the overwhelming favorites among medi- 
um-sized perennials; the largest shrub 
types grow into magnificent great speci- 
mens over a dozen feet high and equally 
broad; and the more vigorous climbers 
develop into glorious “vines” that will 
make a gay cover for the side of a house. 

The hybrid teas and floribundas bloom 
over a longer period than any other 
major garden plant—from late May till 
late October in most parts of the country 
—and with some of the early flowering 
shrub types you can have roses in bloom 
for seven months of the year. Even 
though most of the climbers and shrubs 
do not bloom continuously, their flower- 
ing period is equal to that of any of the 
important perennials and the quantity of 
blooms produced is surpassed by few 
other garden subjects. 

Roses, again, are long-lived plants. If 
well chosen for their location, and if 
properly planted and cared for, they last 
for years. In fact, the sturdiest of them, 
in the right spot, can be counted on to 
outlive the person who plants them. So 
even though good rose plants are costlier 
than the more ordinary garden plants, 
they still represent the best possible long- 
term investment. 

Their tolerance of a wide variety of 
soil and climatic conditions, and the 
relative ease with which they can be 
grown in almost any garden, are other 
factors that make roses. the well-nigh 
perfect garden plant. It’s actually hard 
to imagine a garden in which roses of 
some kind cannot be grown or a gar- 
dener who is unable to grow them. 

The fact that roses are so popular in- 
sures their ready availability and an 
abundance of varieties from which to 
More nurseries specialize in 
roses than in any other plant and a good 
selection of varieties is invariably fea- 
tured in any general nursery catalogue. 

For the who is inclined to 
specialize—whether as a_ perfectionist 
grower, collector, flower show exhibitor, 
hybridist, or what have you—no plant 
offers greater opportunities than the 
rose. There’s really no limit to the na- 
ture or degree of specialization that rose 
growing affords.

OLD RESIDENTIAL AREAS are usually more inviting and more restful than 
most brand-new housing developments for one important reason: They are 
well supplied with large trees. 

Old trees break up the monotonous regularity of man-made structures, 
soften harsh building lines and provide welcome shade during the heat 
of summer. Trees also increase the real estate value of a property. A 
house surrounded by several large, healthy trees is worth more in cold 
cash than a house without them. Trees, therefore, are a sound investment 
both aesthetically and financially. 

In choosing a tree, you should consider the annual cost of maintaining 
it in good vigor. Some kinds require frequent spraying to keep them 
disease- and insect-free while others are weak-limbed and thus break 
easily in wind or ice storms. Both of these are expensive to maintain. Try 
to select a tree that is pleasing to the eye over most of the year rather 
than one that looks pretty for only a week or two in spring or summer. 

Even though you want to get lots of shade as quickly as possible, remem- 
ber that some of the fastest-growing trees—Chinese elms, poplars and silver 
maples 





are among the least desirable to plant because their poor 
qualities far outweigh their rate of growth. 

Consider the eventual size of the tree. The trend today is towards 
smaller trees for the modern, average-sized property—that is, smaller in 
permanent stature. If your property is extremely (Continued on page 91)

HE outlook for lawns is good. Im- 

proved grasses are giving new hope 

to millions of people who have tried 
without success to grow first-class lawns. 
Until recently, building a good turf out 
of the available grasses was difficult in 
most cases and impossible in many. 

Now, along with the improved grasses, 
new techniques and a vast fund of knowl- 
edge of turf management are being made 
available to American taxpayers—the 
result of 30 years of intensive investiga- 
tion by the United States Golf Associa- 
tion and cooperating experiment stations. 
\ large measure of the advancement in 
turf management has been accomplished 
with private funds, mostly annual dues 
paid by golf clubs to the USGA for 
memberships. 

The lawn of the future is the fairway 
of today. And so, although the grasses 
and turf practices discussed here were 
developed for golf, they are especially 
suited for producing lawns for those who 
want the best. 

Merion (B-27) bluegrass is the newest 


S. Golf Association Green Section 


and the most exciting turf grass in the 
United States today. It is capable of 
producing the kind of turf that golfers 
and homeowners alike have dreamed 
about. 

Of course, there is not yet enough seed 
to go around, even with the retail price 
close to $5 a pound. Merion isn’t one of 
the best seed-producing bluegrasses; nor 
is it easy to establish in the great seed- 
producing areas of the Pacific Northwest. 
These limitations make it expensive to 
produce. The seed harvest in Oregon in 
June is demanded on the Eastern market 
in August in time for fall planting. This 
requires special handling and again costs 
rise. But Merion seed is worth it. 

Merion bluegrass thrives under short 
cutting. No longer will you have to set 
the mower high (114 to 2 inches) to 
“hold bluegrass” when the lawn is estab- 
lished to Merion. In fact, some of the 
worst disappointments I’ve seen with 
Merion came about because the lawns 
were mowed too high. We recommend 
a 34-inch setting for home lawns, closer

to 44-inch for fairways. I’ve seen Merion 
invade bent putting-green turf when cut 
three times a week at 14-inch. 

Merion is drought tolerant. I’ve seen 
it go nearly a month in Washington, 
D. C.. without water and still stay in good 
condition. Merion is giving a good ac- 
count of itself over the entire bluegrass 
region and shows strong tendencies of 
going beyond those arbitrary limits. 

Merion is crabgrass resistant. One 
reason is that it is very resistant to leaf- 
spot disease which weakens common 
bluegrass in the spring and opens the 
way for crabgrass. 

There isn’t enough seed of Merion at 
present to encourage mixtures with other 
grasses. We’re still recommending that 
Merion be considered by itself until we 
have more seed and more information. 
The national recommended rate of sow- 
ing Merion is a maximum of one pound 
to 1,000 square feet. 

Merion needs generous feeding and 
it responds wonderfully because it has 
a well-developed root system. When

—then it’s time to feed! Fertilizers with 
such formulas as 10-6-4, 10-5-5, 8-6-2 
and 8-6-4 are well balanced for mainte- 
nance feeding of Merion. Fertilizers 
with high phosphorus contents, 4-12—4 or 
5-10—5, are excellent for fertilizing seed 
beds. (The first figure in each of the 
foregoing formulas represents percent- 
age of nitrogen, the second phosphorus 
and the third potash.) 

We like to “feed when it needs it” 
and not worry too much about specific 
timing recommendations. About one 
pound of nitrogen to 1,000 square feet is 
the rate we like. This calls for ten 
pounds of a 10 per cent nitrogen ferti- 
lizer or 20 pounds of a 5 per cent nitro- 
gen fertilizer. The best plan is to consult 
your own state experiment station or 
your county agent for local recommenda- 
tions. Maybe your state has an extension 
turf specialist. 

Merion bluegrass will respond to aeri- 
fying or the cultivating of soil beneath 
the turf. This modern practice is a 
must on golf courses and athletic fields 
and even -on pastures. Lawns _ benefit 
greatly from this soil cultivation. It lets 
air, fertilizer and water into the root 


zone, thus encouraging deeper root 
growth and insuring against drought 
damage. 


Here is a word of caution about Merion 
bluegrass in relation to the use of crab- 
grass killers containing phenyl mercuric 
acetate. Results to date indicate that 
Merion and mercury don’t agree too well. 
Our advice is to keep them apart until we 
know more about tke situation. After 
Merion becomes’ established there

in ease and economy of maintenance. Crabgrass and other weeds have been eliminated. 


shouldn’t be much crabgrass. But, if a 
crabgrass killer is needed the first season 
or two, we would suggest potassium 
cyanate as the safest material. 

Merion is low-growing and does not 
need to be mowed as often as common 
bluegrass and many other turf grasses. 

At Tifton, Georgia, Dr. Glenn Burton 
and his associates have been working 
diligently for a number of years on im- 
proved strains of bermudagrass. Out of 
this program has come Tifton 57 ber- 
muda which is now available at a few 
nurseries. Tifton 57 is a vigorous, dis- 
ease-resistant strain which covers the 
so-called conversion period in the spring 
when ryegrass dies. Tifton 57 pops back 
with a “bang” weeks ahead of common 
“cotton-patch” bermuda. Recently Dr. 
Burton has produced many more strains 
from crosses of other good types. These 
are now under test. 

One of the fascinating strains of 
bermudagrass is the one known as U-3, 
a selection from Savannah, Georgia. This 
fine bladed, cold hardy strain has found 
favor within the northern limits of the 
southern grasses where bermuda is not 
expected to survive. It is finding increas- 
ing use in such areas as New Jersey, 
Maryland, Virginia, Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and California. U-3 is not 
one of the most popular grasses for lawns 
because of the traditional dislike for 
“wiregrass,”’ and belongs only on the 
lawn of the man who cares. It requires 
close, frequent mowing and generous 
fertilization but very little irrigation. The 
extra effort will reward the man who 
builds a lawn out of U-3. We know 
because we have one. 


The diagram below shows how a single spoon from the aerifying device at right works. 
A coil of wire about the half-round spoon keeps grass in place as spoon is inserted, 


tilted backward and removed from the soil. A loose-walled cavity is left below the turf. 








While we are on the subject of warm 
season grasses we must describe Meyer 
(Z-52) zoysia, an improved type which 
has been tested from coast to coast. Next 
to Merion bluegrass, it is probably the 
most talked-of grass in the country today. 
Its success under indifferent management 
has been little short of phenomenal from 
New England to California and from 
Miami to Michigan. 

Planting stock is still in the form of 
sprigs or 2-inch living sod plugs with no 
seed available commercially as yet. In 
1951 homeowners in the Washington, 
D. C., area planted over 100,000 2-inch 
plugs at 10 cents a plug. On 12-inch 
centers, these plugs form solid turf in 
two years and eliminate crabgrass with 
no outside assistance. Green Section re- 
search shows that in poor, grub-infested 
planted two weeks 
throughout the year exhibited 96 percent 
survival with no supplemental irrigation 
or fertilization. This, truly, is foolproof 
planting.

HOME owner with the urge to grow 
fruit usually wants to know how 
much fruit he can expect from the 

plants he intends to grow. He can’t find 
out precisely, however, because so many 
factors, some of them beyond his con- 
trol, influence fruit yields. But a knowl- 
edge of the that affect fruit 
production, plus a few statistics on “aver- 
age” yields, will give him a good idea 
of what to expect from one, a dozen or 
a hundred plants. It will enable 
him to figure out how much fruit he can 
expect to produce from the land he has 
or, conversely, how much land he will 
need to produce the fruit he wants.

Frequently, 
the high quality sorts. prized by the 
home gardener, are not heavy producers. 
For example, Fairfax, Fairpeake, Mid- 


land and Suwannee strawberries—all 
choice varieties — bear light crops. 


Howard (Premier), Catskill and Robin- 
son. on the other hand, produce the 
heavy crops that make them so popular 
with commercial growers. 


Importance of Soil 


As in any other branch of gardening. 
the soil has much to do with the vigor 
and productiveness of the fruit 
erowing in it. Good drainage. extend- 
ing through the life of the planting. is 


plants 


absolutely essential for vigorous growth 


of all fruits. Even though fruit trees 
may have thrived for years, one season 
during which the soil is saturated for sev 
eral days in the growing period may 
kill them, or weaken them so badly tat 
they are of little value therea:ter. Thi 
fertility and, hence. the productivity of 
well-drained may be greatly in- 


creased by the use of fertilizers and

organic matter.

effects of drought 
The tree fruits an’! grapes suffer least 
from drought, but if they are growing in 
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sod and the drought is severe, the size 
of their fruit will be small. Mulching, 
by eliminating competition of grass and 
weeds for the available water and by 
conserving soil moisture, can materially 
improve plant growth and fruit size. A 
good mulch can easily double the yield 
of raspberries in a dry year. It will also 
prove very beneficial to blueberries, es- 
pecially if they are in a dry site. 

‘Low temperatures at critical times can 
completely eliminate a crop of fruit. In 
frost pockets—places where poor air 
drainage causes the cold to settle and 
linger—fruit blossoms are frequently 
injured or totally destroyed. Severe 
frosts at flowering time are destructive 
to crops of all fruits, although some are 
more tolerant of light frosts than others. 

Currants and_ gooseberries. which 
bloom early, will tolerate more frost 
than the other fruits. Raspberries, black- 
berries and grapes bloom late enough to 
escape most frosts. The early-blooming 
stone fruits are often injured; apricots, 
the first among the tree fruits to bloom, 
often lose their crops to frost for several 
years in a row. 

Low winter temperatures often kill the 
fruit buds of peaches and cherries, and 
in severe winters, especially where mini- 
mum temperatures get to 20° below zero, 
the wood of peaches, cherries, plums, 
grapes and brambles is often injured 
or killed. Winter-killing of raspberry 
canes, sometimes because of poor man- 
agement, is a common cause of light 
yields. 


Poor Yields’ 


Low yields may be caused, too, by pol- 
lination troubles. All sweet cherry va- 
rieties, pears, most of the apples and 
some plums must be cross-pollinated by 
other varieties if good crops are to be 
produced. Bees. either wild or from 
hives, must be present to transfer the 
pollen from one variety to another, and 
the weather must be warm enough for 
them to fly at some time during the 
blooming period. 

Insects and diseases probably in- 
fluence yields more than any other 
factor. Worms in apples, brown rot of 
peaches, plums, and cherries, and mil- 
dew of grapes can just about eliminate 
the crop. Apple scab and leaf spot of 
cherries may so reduce the efficiency 
of the foliage that the trees will set light 
crops a year later, or may even be killed 
outright by an unusually cold winter 
following the defoliation. 

Virus diseases may greatly affect the 
vigor and yields of brambles (raspberries 
and blackberries) and strawberries. The 
control of diseases and insects will prob- 
ably do more than any other single prac- 
tice to increase the home gardener’s 


crop of fruit. 
The age at which varieties of tree 


fruits, especially the apples, will come 
into bearing varies greatly. Some. va- 
rieties may begin to bear in four or five 
years, while others may take as long as 
ten or twelve years. Use of the dwarf- 
ing rootstock, Malling IX, will bring 
most varieties of apples into bearing in 
two or three years. “Bearing-age trees” 
are sometimes sold by nurseries, but 
the shock of moving a sizable tree sets 
it back so much that there is no ad- 
vantage in planting it. The few fruits 
it may bear are in no sense a crop. Home 


gardeners should avoid “bearing-age 
trees” and set out one- and two-year 


trees to reach bearing age in the garden 
rather than in the nursery. 

Girdling of branches of apple trees 
may bring them into bearing somewhat 
sooner than they would bear naturally, 
but it does not work on very young trees. 
Tying down the branches of pears has 
been used to bring laggard trees into 
productivity. 


Increasing Production 


Many varieties of apples and plums 
are biennial bearers, that is, they pro- 
duce heavily in alternate years. In the 
non-bearing year, the tree recovers from 
the heavy crop of the previous year. If 
all your trees are thrown into bearing 
the same year by a previous frost, which 
destroyed the crop of some of them and 
so upset their natural sequence. it will 
be a feast one year and a famine the 
next. Severe thinning soon after bloom 
may tend to increase the fruit on some 
apple varieties in the off-year. 

Exposure to light will influence yields 
greatly. Everyone has observed that 
grape vines on the south side of a fence 
or building will be much more produc- 
tive than those on the north side. Fruit 
plants that are to produce maximum 
crops must be exposed to full sun all 
day long. 

The pruning of grapes has much to 
do with the size and quality of the crop. 
Weak vines that are underpruned will 
overbear, and may be so weakened by it 
that they will perform poorly thereafter. 
Vigorous vines that are overpruned fail 
to set full crops: in fact, the crops may 
be unusually light. 

A method of pruning Fredonia and 
Concord grapes has been developed in 
which the weight of the previous year’s 
cane growth is used as a guide in deter- 
mining the number of buds to be left 
on the vine when it is pruned. Pruned 
by this method, vines may be expected to 
bear the maximum crops of which they 
are capable. 

Among the grapes, Fredonia and Con- 
cord are heavy-yielding varieties. Dela- 
ware grown in poor soil yields very light 
crops, but in fertile soils may approach 
Concord in yield. Portland. Sheridan, 
Steuben, and Golden Muscat overbear,

and must be short pruned or they will 
produce more fruit than the vines can 
ripen. 

Strawberry yields may be increased 
greatly by skillful culture, including 
early planting, avoidance of overcrowd- 
ing, proper fertilization and mulching. 
Early planting, by getting the plant off 
to a good start while soil moisture is 
ample, stimulates early formation and 
rooting of runners. The early rooted 
runners are much more productive than 
those coming late in the season; in fact, 
the later ones, if the bed is crowded, are 
no better than 
should be prevented 
runner 


weeds. Overcrowding 
by spacing the 
plants about six inches apart 
and removing any runners that root after 
the row is filled out at the spacing. 

Any fertilizers that are used on the 
strawberry bed should be applied the 
year the bed is set. An oversupply of 
nitrogen in the spring of the bearing 
year usually reduces yields, Mulching 
at the right time—before winter tempera- 
tures drop below 20° F.—contributes to 
high yields, as winter-injured plants do 
not perform with maximum efficiency. 

The yields for various fruits indicated 
in the table on page 54 are “average.” 
Mature, well-cared-for plants may be’ ex-

be low enough for the sun to reach all 
sides. It would have less height and 
more area, so water entering through 
a central collar would be more evenly 
distributed throughout the plant area. 

Our original pyramid was square and 
built of wood with four terraces, each 
12 inches deep. We found that, while 
the construction was basically sound, it 
was costly, difficult to build and the 
boards had a tendency to warp out of 
shape. There was also a shadow on the 
north side. So we turned to metal and 
shallower terraces. 

With the change to metal it was de- 
cided to make the pyramid round to de- 
crease the amount of material needed. 
Any design with straight sides requires 
heavier material to keep it from bend- 
ing out of shape; a circular structure, 
which receives pressure from the inside 
out, is the strongest one possible from 
a given amount of material. The circu- 
lar design is also more attractive and 
safer in a yard where children play 
than one with sharp corners. 

We decided upon aluminum for several 


reasons. First, it is resistant to corrosion 
and will therefore last a long time. 


Second, aluminum transmits heat readily 
and will not cause the soil next to it to 
become baked and hard. Another point 
in favor of aluminum is its good apear- 
ance over a long period of time. 

We felt the resulting circular aluminum 
pyramid to be vastly superior to our first 
experimental wooden unit. Five years of 
strawberry growing in the bed, which is 
similar to the one shown in the accom- 
panying diagrams and photographs, have 
proved us right. 

The pyramid covers a 6-foot circle, is 
22 inches high and is in the form of a 
terraced cone. It consists of four alumi- 
num bands, each 5 inches high, which 
form the outside perimeters of the ter- 
races. The first band is 6 feet in diam- 
eter and each succeeding band is 16 
inches smaller in diameter than the one 
preceding. This leaves an 8-inch wide 
terrace for plants at each level. These 
aluminum bands are now available com- 
mercially, 

Setting up the pyramid is easy. First, 
place the largest band on fairly level 
ground in a sunny location. Fill it to 
the top with good garden or sandy loam 
soil. Keep the center slightly higher. 
Trample the soil until the band forms a 
true circle. Then, place two bushels of 
coarse sand in center of first terrace.

tations: little space and a steeply slop- 
ing bank. 

A steep bank is often a problem for 
the homeowner but it can be developed 
into a satisfaction to the eye as well as a 
delight to the palate. An established 
strawberry wall is a thing of beauty 
when overrun with healthy, productive 
plants. In addition to the bank, some 
sort of concrete blocks or irregular stones 
and the energy to put them into service 
are all that is required. Suitable stones 
may often ‘be picked up here and there 
on the home property. 

No skilled workmen are needed to 
build a retaining wall of this kind. The 
unmortared stones are set a little apart 
and the cracks between them are filled 
with soil. 

If a great amount of soil has to be

Hill System 


In the hill system of cultivation, plants are set a foot apart each 
way and all runners (young plants growing from the established 
plant) are removed. Flowers appearing on everbearing varieties 
before July are also removed. From July on, they are allowed to 
remain to develop fruit in late summer and fall. This system has 
been found to be the best for growing the everbearing varieties,

Matted Row System 


Plants grown under the matted row system are spaced 18 inches 
apart in rows 214 feet apart. In this system the runners are 
allowed to grow but are spaced 6 to 8 inches apart and held in 
place with stones until they root. The result is a row filled 
with plants 18 to 24 inches wide.

all additional runners are removed as soon as they appear.

Tips for northern gardeners 
By P. J. McKENNA (N.Y.) 


LUSTERY winds and _ fluctuating 
temperatures are indications that 
spring is not far off. In the more 

favored sections, frost has left the ground 
by the middle of March and soil prepa- 
ration and planting can begin. 

Soil preparation must always be di- 
rected toward its improvement. There 
can be no permanent improvement with- 
out the addition of organic matter. 

The kind of organic matter used is 
most important, too. Compost should be 
well decayed, not just a lot of coarse 
material, and farm manure—gold to the 
soil—must be well incorporated into the 
soil and allowed to stand two weeks be- 
fore planting, if it is fresh. Add 4 
pounds of superphosphate per 100 square 
feet of area before digging in manure. 

If it’s impossible to obtain compost or 
manure, the next best thing is to use a 
mixture of equal parts peatmoss and 
commercial humus. To each bushel add 
3 pounds superphosphate, 3 pounds dried 
cattle manure and 1 pound agricultural 
lime. Two bushels will cover 100 square 
feet. 

Work the organic matter into the soil 
and break up the ground to a depth of at 
least 12 inches. This will promote good 
tilth—the primary factor in fertility. The 
soil, of course, must not be too wet when 
worked; it should be just moist. This is 
especially important with a heavy soil, 
as great harm can be done by working 
it in a wet state. 

If the soil is in workable condition, 
you can start sowing seeds. The hardier 
vegetables—radishes, carrots, beets, 
spinach and onions—can be sown in 
drills (rows) 14 inch deep and 12 to 15 
inches apart. 

There are two methods of planting 
peas, another early crop. The first is to 
sow in a single drill similar to that used 
for most other vegetables. The other is 
to prepare a trench a foot deep and 9 
inches wide, working in any available 
organic matter. The top 2 inches are 
removed and the trench leveled and 
firmed. The seed is then scattered in 
the trench, spaced about 2 inches apart. 
The 2-inch layer which was removed is

efficiently, sowing and_ transplanting 
operations must be planned to fit your 
particular climate and the kind and 
quantity of plants you need. For ex- 
ample, sowing of hardier, fast-growing 
plants in the coldframe should be timed 
so the plants may be transplanted into 
the garden to make space in the cold- 
frame for the more tender things sown 
previously in the hotbed or house. These 
must be kept growing in the coldframe 
for another four to six weeks. 

The timing factor is not as critical 
when there is ample coldframe space 
available. Then many plants can be set 
in pots and grown on without crowding. 
It’s the minimum space that needs care 
in planning. Plants must be transplanted 
when they reach the proper stage or they 
will become stunted from being crowded 
in seed rows. 

The plan on this page is offered as a 
guide for the use of a three-sash frame 
of 3 X 6 foot standard glass sash. This 
covers an area 6 X 9 feet. One section, 
a single 3 X 6 foot frame, is used as 
a hotbed. (See “Coldframe Gardening” 
in the February FLower Grower for in- 
structions on building and operation.) 
Or, you can dispense with the hotbed and 
raise the more tender material in the 
house Operations are based on condi- 
tions prevailing around New York City; 
farther north, allowances must be made 
for different sowing and planting dates. 

Cabbage, broccoli, lettuce, leeks and 
onions, suggested for February sowing 
in the hotbed, can be sown in the cold-

frame during the beginning of March. 
In addition to these, you can also sow 
sweet peas, centauria (cornflower ) and 
annual larkspur The vegetables will be 
ready for transplanting in three to four 
weeks In about six weeks from date of 
sowing, about mid-April, they should 
be ready for the garden, provided they 
have not been coddled in a heated frame. 

Since larkspur is not easily trans- 
planted, it is best sown in small pots or 
2¥%-inch plant bands. Plant bands are 
made of light wood or other material, 
are square and open top and bottom. 
They may be fitted closely together in 
flats or a coldframe and filled with soil, 
making separate compartments for seeds 
and seedling transplants. Roots will 
eventually fill the whole band. At trans- 
planting time, the plants are lifted out 
completely with roots intact. 

Larkspur and other annuals can be 
transplanted directly into the garden. If 
the weather is too unfavorable, wait 
another week or plant them out with a 
little protective covering. 

Tomatoes and celery are transplanted 
from the hotbed to spaces left by the 
hardier material in the coldframe. Leave 
a few tomato plants in the hotbed for 
larger plants. Eggplants and peppers are 
transplanted within the hotbed—these 
need more warmth at night for a longer 
period. 

Hardier plants, kept in a coldframe by 


themselves, can be “hardened-off”’—that 
is, gradually exposed to full outdoor con- 
ditions prior to setting out. This is ac- 
complished by keeping the sash off dur- 
ing the day and gradually continuing this 
into the later evening until it is removed 
altogether. How fast the plants are hard- 
ened off will depend upon the weather. 

As an alternative plan, sow more seeds 
of fewer kinds of plants and, instead of 
transplanting, thin out the plants to. 3 
inches in the rows and allow them to 
grow large enough for outdoor planting. 
This eliminates one transplanting oper- 
ation but uses more space, especially in 
the hotbed. 

The soil mixture suggested in “Cold- 
frame Gardening” in the January 
FLowER GRowER is used for sowing seeds 
and leveled off and tamped fairly firm. 
The rows can be 3 or 4 inches apart. 
When seedlings are transplanted early, 
the 3-inch spacing is suitable. A 3- or 
4-inch board is handy for keeping the 
rows straight and the edge makes a good 
guide for marking seed rows when a 
pointed stick is drawn against the board. 
Just barely cover the seed and water with 
a fine spray. The soil should be moist 
but not soaked. 

The glass of the hotbed sash can be 
covered with burlap, newspaper or other 
material until the seeds sprout. Or, you 
can save electric current by covering the

HOW 10 GROW 


Glads for Exhibition 


By J. HOWARD COOK (N. Y.) 


INNING awards for the best gladi- 

olus spike at the show isn’t just 

luck! The fact that the same ex- 
hibitors win year after year disproves 
this. 

Are all these exhibitors super gar- 
deners, then, in a charmed circle closed 
to the average home gardener? The an- 
swer to this is no, as any veteran show 
winner will tell you. They have no magic 
formula which can’t be deciphered by 
any gardener who has the urge to try 
growing gladiolus better than the other 
fellow and who wants to measure this 
accomplishment by competing at a show. 

To begin with, exhibition gladiolus 
do not come from wornout or inferior 
bulbs—or corms, to be correct. There are 
thousands of reputable gladiolus growers 
throughout the United States and Canada 
who can furnish fine, vigorous stock in 
all sizes, so don’t waste time and effort 
on anything but the highest quality bulbs. 

What varieties should a_ prospective 
exhibitor grow? The beginner will do 
well to stick to tried-and-true varieties. 
On the opposite page you'll find an ex- 
cellent list of top exhibition varieties in 


their respective color classes, and publi- 
cations of gladiolus societies always list 
current winners. You'll find selecting 
some of these varieties to grow this year 
is one step toward that blue ribbon. Later 
you will want to try newer introductions. 

Bulb size is a little more of a prob- 
lem to the beginner. For those who don’t 
care about growing their 
large (114 inches or more in diameter) 
and medium (34 to 114 inches) bulbs 
should give several years or more of 
excellent bloom. Those who are inter- 
ested in a long-range program—and onc« 
you get into this next 
year is as important as this year—should 
buy small corms, which aren't guar- 
anteed to bloom the first year, but usually 
do when given good growing conditions. 
The first season these small bulbs are 
grown, mark those that produce the best 
spikes as to form and color and are the 
healthiest, and next plant the 
bulblets from these plants. 
Small bulbs planted 3 inches deep pro- 
duce the largest bulbs and the most 


bulblets.

Gladiolus Symposium 


ARDENERS from coast to coast are 
already thumbing through the cata- 
logues and visiting seed stores to 

pick out their gladiolus for this year’s 
To help in this selection, the 
Symposium Committee of the North 
American Gladiolus Council has, for 
the second year, compiled a list of fa- 
vorite exhibition varieties 
cross-section of the Council’s members.

If you plan 
to orow 
VEGETABLES 


By F. C. COULTER 


F you’ve never grown vegetables before, the 
first question is: have you the right soil and 
location for them? As you look at the garden 

now, in March, can you see any pools of standing 
water? If in spite of spring thaws there is still 
an excessive amount of water, you had better 
think twice—or choose another site where there 
is less doubt that the drainage is good. 

Vegetables will not thrive if they have to stand 
with wet feet. In some cases drainage can be 
improved by deep digging to break up hard 
packed soil and mixing in good topsoil; in 
others, where only one or two spots remain 
saturated, a sump hole may be dug for each. 
This means digging a hole about 3 feet deep, 
filling about halfway with large stones, then a 
layer of sod with the grassy sides down to pre- 
vent the spaces between the stones from filling 
up, and finally topsoil. Any worse condition will 
need a tile drain, the laying of which is a minor 
engineering project calling for expert. assistance. 

Next to consider is the amount of sunlight 
your garden will get. Vegetables must have 
plenty of sunlight and should not be located 
where shadows from house or trees will fall on 
them for any considerable part of the day. Nor- 
mally no one would consider removing a choice 
tree, but some clearance of old bushes may be 
practicable. If they can be dragged out roots 
and all, so much the better; stumps should not 
be left standing above the soil surface. 

Is your soil fertile? Soils differ greatly in 
texture and content, but usually there is no more 
than a thin, cultivable layer on top, known as 
topsoil, in which nearly all the plant nutrients 
of the soil are to be found. Below this is the 
vast and relatively inert mass of the subsoil. 
When excavations are made before building a 
house, it sometimes happens that the subsoil 
is spread around the surface of the grounds. 
Plants will not thrive in such soils until they 
have been improved by the addition of good loam 
and humus-building materials such as manure.

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TOP LEFT—Before starting any 
work in the vegetable garden, the 
worst of the winter should have 
passed and the soil should have 
the proper moisture content. This 
soil is just right; when you 
squeeze a handful it barely sticks 
together in the hand, is moist and 
slightly crumbly. If the soil packs 
into a “mud pie,” it’s too wet. Let 
it dry out for a few days before 
attempting to work it. 


BOTTOM LEFT—The seed is 
planted in shallow furrows. A rake 
or hoe handle is a good tool for 
making a trench for medium size 
seed such as beets. For smaller 
seed, the trench should be shal- 
lower; larger seeds would need a 
somewhat deeper trench. After 
sowing, which should be done 
thinly, cover the trench and press 
soil down firmly with either the 
foot or flat part of the hoe. 





TOP RIGHT—Digging the soil is 
an important operation. Large 
areas, of course, will be either 
plowed or worked with a rotary 
tiller; dig small plots with either 
a spade or spading fork. Dig 
easily, driving the fork or spade 
down vertically its full length with 
the foot. The next operation is to 
smooth and pulverize the surface 
to make a suitable seed bed. Use 
a steel rake for this job. 


BOTTOM RIGHT —Unless you 
can start them early enough, it is 
best to buy plants of tomatoes, 
peppers, cabbage, broccoli and 
cauliflower. Every garden should 
have at least a few tomato plants. 
In planting, set the plant a little 
deeper in the open ground than it 
was in the flat. Finish by firming 
soil around the base of the stem 
with your hands. Other plants 
should be set at original depth. 
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Here's Boxwood that’s Really Hardy! 


Korean box will tolerate 30° below zero in sheltered locations 


By CHESTER D. WEDRICK 


ERE is a box which will grow in 

sheltered northern locations—with- 

out pampering. Korean boxwood 
has endured Canadian winter tempera- 
tures of 30° below zero, growing far 
beyond the limits of the peach belt. 
Large plantings in the Montreal Botanic 
Gardens have been growing satisfactorfly 
for years, and without the special atten- 
tions the English box requires in this 
climate. 

To my mind, Korean box is Asia’s 
greatest evergreen gift to Northern gar- 
deners, with the possible exception of 
the Japanese yew. And, I have seen this 
box thrive where yews were a failure. 

If given some shade, the plants will 
remain green through the winter, making 
a beautiful contrast with the snow and 
bare branches of other plants. Some spe- 
cimens turn red or bronze in sunlight. 
They vary in growth habit from slow- 
growing horizontal or dwarf plants to 
those which are distinctly columnar. 

The delightful fragrance of the fuzzy 
greenish yellow blooms attracts bees in 
countless thousands, although the flow- 
ers are small and inconspicuous. 

Korean box will grow in any fairly 
fertile, well-drained soil. My experience 
has been that they stand drought quite 
well, but should be watered in late fall 
if the season has been very dry. In 
cemeteries with light sandy soil, they 
have lived for many years with little 
attention and are still vigorous and 
healthy, as enduring as the marble memo- 
rials found near them. The late E. H. 
Wilson of the Arnold Arboretum told me 
there were specimens in Korea which 
were centuries old. 

No box, Korean or English, should be 
expected to survive in open wind-swept 
northern locations. If such an area is 
the only one available to a gardener 
who wants to grow box, shelter belts 
should be planted several years before 
the box is set out. Such a planting will 
protect the box from strong sunshine 
and cold drying winds. 

Small box plants may be moved and 
planted with bare roots, but large plants 
are better moved with a ball of earth 
in burlap. Prune plants in early spring, 
just after blooming, if you wish to keep 
your plants clipped. Never prune in 
late summer as this will encourage 
growth and even flowers in late fall, thus 
making the plants susceptible to winter 
injury.

Many years ago I secured young box 
plants which had come from the Dia- 
mond mountains in the far northern part 
of Korea. This district has a very rigor- 
ous winter climate with heavy snows and 
temperatures often reaching 30° or more 
below zero. These spindly plants were 
hardier than plants obtained from far- 
ther south in Korea. With age, their rate 
of growth increased and today some of 
these plants have reached large sizes, 
one measuring ten feet in diameter and 
six feet high. 

The first seed pods which formed con- 
tained no and I concluded that 
they would not produce seed here. One 
spring, however, seedlings appeared 
under the plants and two years later I 
obtained a fair crop of seed. This seed 
was sown in a coldframe in October and 
germination began the. following April. 
The seedlings were lightly mulched in 
winter and then transplanted. These 
plants now exhibit great diversity in 
foliage and type of growth, including 
dwarfs like the one in the photograph 
which is twelve years old; but only eight 
inches high and 15 inches in diameter. 

Most of these Diamond mountain 
strain Korean box have bronze-colored 
foliage where they are exposed to bright 
sunlight. There are about thirty. how- 
ever, that retain their deep green color 
in striking contrast to the others. Two 
strong-growing plants become as red as 
the red barberry. There are also a very 
few plants which have gold or silver 
edgings on their leaves. Through the 
process of selection I have reduced the 
number of color and growth types to 350 
and the differences become more appar- 
ent with the passing of years. 

There are many large specimens of 
English boxwood growing in southern 
Ontario which are quite old. English 
box requires careful handling in this 
area—plenty of shade and a good mulch 
over its roots in winter. 

Korean box, on the other hand, has 
proven itself quite hardy here when 
planted in somewhat sheltered locations. 
It can be planted in hedge rows and 
kept within desired bounds by pruning, 
or it can be allowed to develop nat- 
urally, making handsome shrubs in foun- 
dation or border plantings. Because it~ 
varies in growth habit and color, pro- 
spective buyers should keep in mind 
their intended use when selecting plants 
of Korean. box.»

The collecting of old roses, both spe- 
cies and hybrids, has long been our spe- 
cialty, and, since so many roses have been 
developed over the ages, we've had an 
almost unlimited field. As already stated, 
we ve rounded up over 3,000 species and 
varieties, which, we have on good author- 
ity, is probably the largest collection in 
the United States and one of the largest 
in the world. In recent years, too, we’ve 
been doing considerable hybridizing 
aimed at producing greater stamina with- 
out sacrifice of floral quality. 
we made about 3,500 crosses. 

The bond of fellowship that exists 
among rose lovers, I think, has no equiva- 
lent anywhere. The American Rose So- 
ciety, with over 10,000 members, is not 
only the largest of all special plant soci- 
eties but its benefits to members are un- 
equaled. Nothing is so valuable on a 
motor trip, | think, as the A.R.S. Mem- 
bers’ Handbook, which lists the society’s 
membership geographically and so pro- 
vides hundreds of addresses where we 
are sure to be welcome and are sure to 
find something of interest. The more 
roses and the more rose growers we see, 
the more we like roses! 

In the foregoing brief paragraphs I’ve 
tried to outline the “why” of our rose 
growing. I’ve not exhausted the subject 
by any means, of course, but I hope 
I’ve gotten enough on paper to justify 
our own enthusiasm for rose growing and 
also to initiate a similar, if not quite so 
strong, enthusiasm in at least a fair num- 
ber of FLowerR GROWER readers.

How I Grow Roses 


To begin with, let me say that roses 
have quite a few definite “likes” and 
“dislikes,” but at the same time they’re 
considerably more tolerant than some ex- 
perienced rose growers seem to think. 
You can convince yourself of this by con- 
sulting the writings of a half dozen or 
so successful growers or by referring to 
the cultural directions in the most recent 


of rose publications, this year’s cata- 
logues. On some points of rose growing 


you'll find general agreement; on others 
you'll find considerable disagreement. 
One point on which everyone agrees, 
and on which I think there can be no ifs, 
ands or buts, is that the soil in which 
roses are to be grown should be reason- 
ably well drained. They simply won’t 
do well in a waterlogged location. But 
that doesn’t mean roses like desert condi- 


tions either. They don’t! Any “reason- 
ably good” garden soil, however, will 
zrow roses satisfactorily.

generous amount of sunlight. In most 
parts of the country they do well either in 
full sunlight or in locations where the 
sun reaches them at least half the day. 
Some varieties do moderately well under 
less favorable conditions, but in constant 
shade none do well and many do not live 
at all. 

Our own soil is of a rather heavy, 
clayey texture, but it drains well and all 
types of roses do well in it. Most of our 
plants are in full sun, but some are partly 
shaded. 

On the question of when to plant roses, 
there’s agreement all right, but it’s 
among two different groups of advocates 
—those who advocate spring planting 
and those who advocate fall planting! 
The former emphasize the fact that by 
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Opinions differ on how deep roses 
should be planted. Generally, where 
winters are mild and no protection is 
needed, plant with bud-union, arrow, 
just above surface. Where winters are 
likely to be severe, it’s best to have 
bud-union an inch below ground level. 


spring planting you lessen the risk of 
winter-killing, and the latter stress the 
fact that a fall-planted rose is better 
established when spring growth gets 
under way. Both arguments are valid, 
but neither should be allowed to change 
your mind whether your plans call for 
rose planting in April or next October. 
If you plant this spring, though, be sure 
your plants are not allowed to dry out 
all spring and summer; if you plant in 
the fall, be sure to protect your plants 
adequately for the winter. 

We plant roses both in the spring and 
in the fall, and we get good results 
either way. Our favorite system, how- 
ever, is to buy them in the fall, heel them 
in for the winter (i.e., lay them in a 
sloping trench and completely cover 
them with soil) and plant them in their 
permanent location early in the spring. 
By this method we can obtain a better 
selection of varieties from the growers, 
we avoid winter losses in our severe 
climate, and our plants are in better 
condition when we plant them than they 
would be if they had been wintered in a 
nurseryman’s storage cellar. 
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The question of how to plant roses in- 
volves two main factors—soil prepara- 
tion and depth to plant. As regards soil 
preparation, the old idea that the soil 
must first be dug to a depth of 2 or 3 
feet has been exploded and nowadays 
practically everyone agrees that digging 
to the depth of the spade or fork, i.e., 
about a foot, is just as good if not better. 
If the soil is known to be deficient in 
organic matter, it’s good first to spread 
an inch or two of well rotted manure, 
compost or peatmoss and to turn this 
under when digging. 

The distance apart to plant roses de- 
pends, of course, upon the size the varie- 
ties will attain. Most hybrid teas and 
floribundas should be spaced a good 2 
feet apart and none should be closer than 
18 inches apart. Miniatures can be as 
close as 6 or 8 inches from each other, 
while the largest shrubs need from 5 to 
10 feet between them. 


How Deep to Plant? 


There’s a good deal of disagreement 
among experts as to the correct depth 
to plant roses, and if you consult the 
literature or the catalogues you'll find 
recommendations for placing the plant 
with the bud-union anywhere from 2 
inches below the surface of the soil to 3 
inches above it. (The bud-union, inci- 
dentally, is the knob on the stem where 
the scion, or variety. is budded (grafted) 
to the stock, or root.) There’s some- 
thing to be said for both above-sur- 
face and below-surface planting, and as 
a general rule it’s advisable to be guided 
by the severity of the winter in your area 
and the amount of protection you expect 
to give your plants. To encourage the 
growth of the much-desired strong basal 
shoots, which come from the bud-union 
area, it’s best not to plant too deeply. In 
fact, these shoots are produced more 
freely if the union is above the surface 
or only slightly below it. On the other 
hand, in areas where the winters are 
severe, losses will be considerably less if 
the bud-union is an inch below the sur- 
face. See illustration, page 72. 

My recommendation, therefore, is that 
if your climate is mild and winter protec- 
tion is not necessary, or if you are 
sufficiently ambitious to protect your 
roses by piling up a generous mound of 
earth around each plant (a foot or more 
high, that is) you'll do best to plant them 
with the bud-union just a little above the 
soil surface. Otherwise plant them with 
the union 1 inch below the surface. 

When you plant a rose, be sure to dig 
the hole large enough and deep enough 
to spread the roots out completely. The 
correct depth, depending on the size of 
the plant, will be such as to allow you to 
work a good handful of complete ferti- 
lizer into the bottom, cover this with an 
inch of soil so that the fertilizer is not in

test weather. 

Since none of the chemical weed killers 
so far developed can be used on rose 
beds, the problem of weed control makes 
us choose either regular, shallow culti- 
vation or mulching. With all our plants, 
we have to depend largely on mulches. 
Besides controlling weeds, incidentally, 
a good mulch builds up the soil, con- 
serves moisture and prevents blackspot 
disease on our plants to a remarkable 
extent. 

Perhaps the most attractive and prac- 
tical mulch materials are lawn clippings 
and buckwheat hulls. You may need 
quite a lot of either, however, since the 
former disintegrate rather fast and the 
latter may tend to blow away if you’re in 
a windy location. 


When and How to Fertilize 


How much and how often to fertilize 
roses depends largely upon the soil in 
which they’re planted—whether it’s natu- 
rally fertile, whether it’s heavy or light 
(which determines whether nutrients 
leach out of it slowly or rapidly), 
whether it is also feeding the roots of 
nearby trees, and so on. The kind of 


fertilizer to use will likewise depend 
upon these factors and also, to some 
extent, upon whether you want your 


ylants to grow as large as possible or to 
: I 
produce as 


many flowers as_ possible. 
Nitrogen, for instance, promotes plant 
growth, while phosphorus promotes 


flower production. 

We usually have to fertilize only about 
twice a year—right after the protective 
mounds are removed in the spring and 


again a month or six weeks later. Our 
more vigorous species and_ varieties, 
though, are only fertilized once or not at 


all. Since we don’t like to encourage too 
much lush growth, which oftentimes is 
more susceptible to disease, we depend 
mostly upon phosphorus fertilizer, i.e., 
superphosphate. Bonemeal provides the 
same element but is slower acting though 
longer lasting. 

Most average gardeners, growing 
chiefly hybrid tea and floribunda roses, 
wouldn’t go far wrong to give their roses 
a light application (not much heavier 
than you’d sprinkle salt on a steak) of 
“complete” fertilizer in early spring and 
once a month thereafter until July. 
then on, 
used. 


Insect pests and diseases of roses are 
quite easy to control with present-day 
insecticides and fungicides. There are 
numerous all-purpose sprays and dusts, 
some of them prepared specially for 
roses, which can be wholeheartedly 
recommended for home garden use. Due 
to the large size of our rose garden and 
the relatively high cost of prepared mix- 
tures, we rely on the old standard.

“Massey dust,” which is a mixture of 
nine parts dusting sulfur and one part 
arsenate of lead. By keeping a thin coat- 
ing on the leaves throughout the season 
(which means ten or twelve dustings a 
year) we usually succeed in keeping our 
plants clean. ‘Massey dust” doesn’t con- 
trol aphids, and so if they should threaten 
to become serious a little tobacco dust 
is added to the mixture. 


Winter Protection 


In the northern states, winter protec- 
tion of roses is necessary to insure mini- 
mum frost injury. Our method is to 
mound the soil about 15 inches high 
around each plant, and anyone who 
values his roses will find it well worth 
the trouble. Some experts recommend 
that the mounding be done only after 
several hard frosts have ripened the wood, 
but since it takes us about three weeks 
to mound all our roses we have to start 
earlier. The first heavy frost is our sig- 
nal to start the job, and quite often hy- 
brid teas are mounded up, but not cut 
back, while still in full bloom. We have 
never noticed any ill effects from mound- 
ing our roses this early, and, since the 
soil is still friable, the job is much sim- 
pler than it would be when the soil is 
soggy a month or so later. Shoots that 
have grown unusually long can be cut 
back to around 2 feet after really cold 
weather has set in. 

It is our practice to remove most of 
the mound rather early, as soon as the 
likelihood of temperatures below 15° is 
remote, and to finish the removal at the 
time of spring pruning, i.e., when the 
winter is just about over. 


Spring Pruning 


Spring pruning should consist prima- 
rily of cutting all growth back to healthy, 
vigorous wood and the removal of weak, 
thin stems. The old system of “whack- 
ing” roses back severely is no longer 
recommended for general garden prac- 
tice, although some growers who aim at 
producing a few exhibition quality 
blooms still practice it on some of their 
plants. Hybrid teas in my own garden 
cut back to 12 inches in spring produced 
50% more bloom than those cut back 
to 3-4 inches; the average size of the 
blooms produced by the latter, however, 
was somewhat larger. 

When cutting rose blooms for home 
decoration, remember that the leaves 
are vital organs of the plant and that by 
reducing the number of leaf-bearing 
stems you reduce vigor and bloom pro- 
duction. Id therefore suggest that when 
in doubt about the right length to cut 
a rose you decide to cut it a little 
shorter than you think it should be. On 
the other hand, the removal of faded 
flowers, which prevents seed production, 
promotes rather than checks flower pro- 
duction.»

soil during the day before the seeds 
germinate and allowing the sun to heat 
the frame interior. With the latter plan, 
however, the protective, insulating cover 
should be put on at night over the glass. 
The coldframe, having no bottom heat, 
depends on the sun to heat the soil 
sufficiently to start germination. News- 
papers are laid over the seeds and the 
sash kept on. As soon as sprouting be- 
gins, remove the paper for light is then 
needed. 

After seeds have sprouted, ventilation 
is essential. Watch the thermometer in- 
side the frame and keep the temperature 
as close to 70° as possible. The temper- 
ature will rise rapidly on sunny days. 
Ventilate by lifting the sash on the side 
opposite the direction from which the 
wind is blowing. This avoids drafts on 
the little plants. The young seedlings 
will require shade during the bright part 
of the day for a time but they should be 
given all the light possible in the morn- 
ing and afternoon. 

When evening covering is needed, 
should be put on while the sun is still 
heating the interior in order to trap 
and hold the heat throughout the night. 


Water, too, will be needed; sometimes 
not over the entire area but in spots 
where the soil has dried out. All water- 


ing must be done in the morning when 
the temperature is rising so that the 
foliage of the seedlings will be dry when 
the covering is replaced in the evening. 
This is important in preventing diseases. 

When the seedlings are well through 
the soil, a little shallow cultivation be- 
tween the rows is beneficial and also 
tends to ward off diseases. >

Plants and Birds 


During this month many birds appreciate the tart 


but attractive fruit of the European cranberry

With mouths agape these cedar waxwing 
fledglings protest their hunger to father. 


ARCH is a crucial month for birds. 
It is then that wintering and 
early returning waxwings, robins, 
bluebirds, hermit thrushes, flickers, fox 
sparrows. phoebes and tree swallows 
subsist mostly on insects. This source 
of food supply is greatly impaired by 
snow or ice storms and cold spells. At 
this time the persistent berries of the 
European  cranberrybush, Viburnum 
opulus, are a boon indeed to many of 
these starving birds. 

Cedar waxwings and their western 
counterpart, Bohemian waxwings, are 
among our neatest, trimmest and most 
aristocratic birds. Throughout most of 
the year they roam the countryside from 
Alaska to Panama in flocks of a dozen 
to several hundred. Flying in close order, 
they wheel suddenly, as if at command 
and plunge swiftly downward. 

Waxwings frequently alight in a com- 
pact band on the top of some fruit tree, 
usually a wild one but occasionally on 
a cultivated tree. After sitting a few 
seconds, one bird will pluck the first 
cherry or juniper berry and politely pass 
it up and down the line for mutual in- 
spection. The amenities of waxwing 
society having been performed, they sate 
themselves. Waxwings’ 
fruit is so pronounced that these birds 
are among the few which feed it to their 
young. For this reason, their nesting 
period is extremely late. 

A few winters ago, during a warm 
spell when snow around here had prac- 
tically disappeared, a neighbor asked me 
to look at some birds in his orchard 
which were acting queerly. There were

about 600 waxwings and they looked as 
though their feathers had been drawn 
or brushed the wrong way. The apples, 
which they were eating from the ground 
and from the trees, were fermented 
because of the freezing and subsequent 
thawing. 

The actions of the waxwings were lu- 
dicrous and droll for they were actually 
intoxicated and so helpless that we could 
have caught them very easily. Some tot- 
tered on the branches, with wings con- 
tinually flapping as though for balance; 
many birds tumbled to the ground where, 
with outspread wings, they attempted to 
run away; still others endeavored to fly 
but only succeeded in a demonstration 
which looked like the village toper ca- 
reening from lamp post to lamp post. 

While the berries of the European 
cranberrybush are not likely to give one 
the opportunity of seeing avian life on 
« binge, they are of value as emergency 
food for our feathered friends as well as 
for ornamenting the landscape. The 
fruit is profuse and begins to turn an 
almost translucent bright red as early as 
mid-July. It retains this coloration until 
the end of winter. Because the fruit is 
very tart it is not accepted by birds until 
the time of great need. 

The European cranberrybush is very 
hardy and can be grown practically any- 
where in the United States, southeastern 
and western Canada to Alaska. It is 
a vigorous upright shrub growing to a 
height of about 12 feet and is effective

Bright berries remain on the Euro- 
pean cranberrybush until late in winter. 
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when mass planted, used as a specimen 
or placed in the shrub border. 

This viburnum is tolerant as to soil and 
position, but prefers a rather moist and 
sunny situation. Transplanting may be 
done with bare roots in either spring or 
fall. In northern or colder sections it 
may be advisable to do this moving in 
early May. 

The leaves of the European cranberry 
are three- to five-lobed and resemble those 
of the red maple. They turn scarlet and 
orange in the fall. Because of a margin 
of large, sterile flowers around the cen- 
ter cluster, the bush is very handsome 
and attractive when in bloom. 

There are three kinds of cranberry- 
bushes on the market which are similar 
and are apt to be confused. However, 


there are botanical, horticultural and 
“bird preference” differences. In the 
American cranberrybush, Viburnum 


trilobum, the manner of growth is more 
straggling. The berries are rather sweet 
and some varieties are used for making 
jelly. They lose their emergency status, 
as the birds generally strip them in the 
fall or early winter, 

The Manchurian cranberrybush, Vi- 
burnum sargenti, is probably the most 
beautiful in flower but is not hardy in 
northern and colder regions. It is the 
European cranberrybush, with persistent 
berries, which provides a bright note in 


the winter landscape and emergency rae - 


tions for birds.

When making out an order how many 
bulbs of a variety should one order? This 
depends on time and space. It is far 
better to grow 100 bulbs well than 300 
poorly. 

Lady Luck may play a part in how 
fortunate you are in having good bloom 
spikes at show time. But even this un- 
certainty can be reduced somewhat by 
planned planting. Take, for example, 
24 corms of one variety in these four 
sizes—jumbo, No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3— 
and divide these equally as to sizes, as 
well as number, for three plantings. Make 
the second planting 12 to 15 days after 
the first one, and the third seven to 
ten days after the second. You may then 
more safely smile at Lady Luck! 


Soil Preparation 


Once varieties and sizes have been 
decided upon, attention should turn to 
the soil in which they are to grow. Be- 
fore the bulbs are planted, work the 
soil until it is in the best possible con- 
dition. 

Each year add organic matter, such as 
rotting leaves or straw, which may have 
been used formerly as a mulch. Instead 
of glutting the soil with a huge amount 
at one time, work in some in the spring 
before planting time; add more into the 
top 2 inches a month or so later. 

The mulch used on the gladiolus plant- 
ing after the leaves are well above ground 
can be worked into the soil the follow- 
ing spring. 

For exhibition purposes, I grow my 
glad corms in trenches 28 inches apart 
and 9 inches deep. A small amount of 
fertilizer is sprinkled in the bottom and 
the trench is then filled up 2 inches. 
What kind and how much fertilizer de- 
pends on the condition of the soil. If 
vegetables and flowers in your garden 
appear to make satisfactory growth, then 
it can be assumed that the amount of 
nitrogen in your soil is adequate for 
gladiolus growth. An excess of nitrogen 
can raise havoc with bulb growth as 
well as leaving bulbs more susceptible 
to disease. As with most bulbous plants, 
glads need plenty of phosphorus dnd 
potash. Bonemeal or pulverized phos- 
phate rock will supply phosphorus; wood 
ashes, Glauconite or granite dust will 
supply potash. Go easy with fertilizers 
—too much is far worse than if you use 
too little. 

After peeling off the husk covering the 
bulb and removing all eyes except one, 
so that only one stalk will grow from 
each, the bulbs are dusted with Arasan 
or Spergon and planted 7 inches deep 
and 7 inches apart in the prepared 
trench,

| by shallow cultivation. Spraying starts 
when growth is about 5 inches high. While 
thrips are the worst gladiolus pests, 
squash bugs, tarnished plant bugs and 
aphids can also give trouble. 

After experimenting for several years 
with various dusts and sprays, I adopted 
the tartar emetic and nicotine spray. 

I start with three sprayings, a week 
apart, of Black Leaf 40 (nicotine sul- 


of water and alternating the next week 
with tartar emetic, 1 rounded teaspoon to 
the gallon, plus 2 tablespoons of pancake 
syrup, applied very early in the morning 
when the foliage is still wet with dew. 
After the third spraying. I use these two 
alternating sprays every two weeks. 
Neither of these spray materials leaves 
an unsightly residue. 

[Eprror’s Note: Most growers today 
use DDT, 2 level tablespoons to the gal- 
lon, plus a commercial sticker-spreader, 
instead of tartar emetic and syrup. | 

At about the time the fifth leaf appears, 
three other important operations must be 
taken care of—that is, if you are look- 


ing forward to having prize-winning 
spikes later. One is ridging up the 


plants with 3 or 4 inches of soil to 
keep them upright during rainy and 
windy weather and to cut staking to a 
minimum. 

The space between the rows is next 
covered with a 3- to 4-inch mulch of 
straw. Mulching cuts down weeding and 
watering, and is almost a necessity in 
trying to grow exhibition gladiolus. 

Even with a mulch, some watering dur- 
ing prolonged dry spells may be neces- 
sary. A canvas hose sold under several 
trade names such as Soil-soaker. Deep- 
seep, etc., gives excellent results. This 
hose can be used in the hot sun as no 
water touches the foliage and loss from 
evaporation is very slight. 

Which spikes to take to the show 
| shouldn’t be hard to decide for anyone 
_who has seen a respectable glad show! 
|The best ones always stand out in any 

planting. The most important factors are 

the quality, size, color, number and place- 

ment of the florets on the spike, and the 
| length, substance, straightness and insect- 
and disease-free appearance of the stem 
and foliage.

There are many good complete liquid 
fertilizers on the market which contain 
all the minor or trace elements as well 
as the primary nutrients. In most sec- 
tions of the country these trace elements 
are already present in the soil. You 
probably know whether or not your soil 
embodies them in sufficient quantity. If 
you're not sure, use one of the complete 
preparations for it is advisable to use 
just a little more fertilizer than is neces- 
sary. This is especially so under glass 
as any excess fertilizer is quickly leached 
out. I have found that cacti, succulents 
and plants of the gesneria family— 
African violets, streptocarpus and glox- 
inias—respond particularly well to these 
complete liquid fertilizers. 

If you wish to make up your own 
liquid fertilizer at a fraction of the cost 
of commercial preparations, here’s a 
formula that has been recommended by 
Dr. O. W. Davidson of Rutgers Univer-

4-inch pot or two cups to a 6-inch pot 
is about right. Older plants in pots 
crowded with roots will require more. 
Remember, the soil in pots and 
benches is shallow and nutrients are con- 
tinually being washed away. Roots 
can’t reach out for the food they need 
as do outdoor plants, so a good fertilizer 
program is needed in the greenhouse. 


Summer Shading 


It is not too early to make plans for 
some system of shading the greenhouse. 
Orchids, African violets, camellias and 
tropical foliage plants already need addi- 
tional protection from the sun. We who 
grow general assorted plants will note 
signs of burning within a few weeks if 
shading is not applied. The cheapest 
and easiest method of shading is the so- 
called “whitewash.” or the preparations 
made of whiting and water. However, 
they are most unsightly. When tints of 
green or blue are added to the shading 
paste the effect is not quite so bad. See 
“Shading a Greenhouse” page 21, in 
the February FLowerR Grower. Special 
shading preparations are available from 
suppliers for this purpose. 

Shading made of wooden slats is best. 
Standard shades of exactly the right size 
can be purchased for some greenhouses. 
Roller slat shading is even better but 
very expensive—80 cents to $1.00 per 
square foot. Bamboo shades from Japan 
are again being carried by department 
stores. These will last for several years 
and can be replaced inexpensively. Some 
gardeners find cheesecloth tacked to the 
inside of the greenhouse satisfactory for 
light or supplementary shading, but 
this will last only one season. Shading is 
always more effective when applied to 
the outside of the glass. Regardless of 
what you use, some form of shading is 
essential to protect soft, tender growth 
from the burning sunshine until fall. 

Glory bush, Tibouchina semidecandra, 
is an interesting shrubby plant to start 
this month. See illustration at bottom of 
page 87. It bears rich violet-purple flow- 
ers up to 5 inches across throughout most 
of the year. The plant reaches an ultimate 
height of 3 to 6 feet but will flower when 
only in a 6-inch pot. Plants of this size 
are available from suppliers. Partial 
shade is necessary for the plant in the 
greenhouse during summer but, if more 
convenient, plants may be set outdoors 
in a shady, sheltered spot. 


Timely Tips 


In addition to starting all tMe seeds of 
vegetables and flowering plants for your 
outdoor garden, try to find room for cut- 
tings of some of the delightful things 
you will want for flowering under glass 
next fall and winter.

In fact, all shrubby material and 
much herbaceous material can be re- 
produced this way. 

If you are accustomed to growing 
plants directly in benches as florists do, 
don’t neglect to sow seeds for crops that 
will flower this summer. It’s a shame 
to leave the greenhouse empty during 
that season, when so many fine things can 
be raised for enjoyment. Sow seed of 
stocks for bloom before the hot weather 
sets in. Snapdragons sown now will be 
ready to cut in June and continue well 
into July. 

Asters are one of the best summer flow- 
ers and do extremely well under glass, 
especially when the _ greenhouse is 
screened to keep out leafhoppers which 
carry the deadly “yellows” disease. Zin- 
nias make an interesting subject under 
glass, too. In a small greenhouse you 
might try some of the miniatures. 

In addition to flowering plants, you 
might also like to grow a few vegetables 
in the greenhouse this summer. Melons 
do particularly well since they need heat 
and a long season. Golden meaty fruit 
up to 8 pounds is easily possible; in fact, 
nets are needed to support the heavy 
fruit. A few tomatoes and cucumbers are 
also worth while. 

The important thing is to keep young 
plants coming along so that the green- 
house will produce all year ’round.»

Early Pest Control 


Any measures taken now to prevent or 
decrease the ravages of diseases and in- 
sects later in the season are certainly 
worth the effort. Often, little thought is 
given to insect and disease control until 
the damage is apparent. Then the at- 
tempted cure is too late to be effective. 
Insects overwinter in various stages of 
development—as egg masses on stems 
and in the bark of trees and shrubs or in 
the soil; as mature larvae, grubs or 
worms; or in a partly grown state. Old 





leaves and fruits, still hanging to trees 
or rotting on the ground, carry diseases 
over the winter. All these sources of 
infection should be cleaned up for they 
are awaiting the right moment to begin 
their cycle of destruction. 

Used correctly, the so-called dormant 
spray can do much good. This type spray 
is used on plants which are in a dormant 
state—that is, not in active growth. The 
strength at which these materials are 
used would injure the growing shoots. 
Dormant sprays must not be applied if 
the temperature is below 45° or if there 
is danger of freezing within 24 hours 
after application. 

The oil sprays—Scalecide, Sulfocide 
and similar oils—are effective in cases 
when they can be used. Many trees and 
shrubs are injured by oil, and its use on 
other plants is limited. Elgetol is, per- 
haps, the safest material for most trees 
| and shrubs. It will control scale on lilacs 
| and other plants, as well as aphids and 
some diseases on fruits. Manufacturer’s 
directions for using these sprays are sup- 
plied with the material. 

For evergreens such as spruce and 
white pine use Black Leaf 40 at a rate 
of 2 teaspoonsful per gallon of water 
with an ounce of pure soap powder. Ap- 
ply all sprays under pressure strong 
enough to get under loose bark. 








Feeding Hedges and Shrubs 


Shrubs and hedges go on year after 
| year with but little help from fertilizer. 
They would benefit from an occasional 
feeding, and this is the month to apply 
it. A good mixture with lasting value is 
5 pounds dried cattle manure and 1 
pound steamed bonemeal. This will be 
enough for 50 feet of hedge or two to

Newly planted shade trees should be 
pruned either before or just after trans- 
planting in early spring. The smaller 
the root system at the time of transplant- 
ing, the more severe the top pruning. 
Well-grown nursery trees require far 
less pruning back than collected or wild 
trees, since they have a more extensive 
and compact root system which is more 
capable of supporting a larger top. 

To prune back newly transplanted 
trees, merely cut back the longer branches 
to about a third of their original length. 
This may sound quite drastic, but the 
tree will become established more

Like other plants, trees should also be 
fertilized. Punch holes into soil 18 to 24 
inches deep and about 2 feet apart. Into 
these distribute about 3 pounds of com- 
plete fertilizer for each inch of trunk 
diameter. A tree with a 12-inch trunk 
diameter will need about 36 pounds of 
plant food every two or three years. 


quickly if it is severely pruned. The 
leader branch of single-stemmed trees 
like pin oak, sweet gum and tulip tree 
should not be cut back. In pruning 
the side branches, try to preserve the 
natural shape of the tree as much as 
possible. 

Because the first year after planting 
is the most critical, make every attempt 
to get the young tree to grow well from 
the very beginning. The bark of newly 
planted trees is extremely susceptible to 
sun-scalding, drying out and to invasion 
by borers. To protect against all three, 
wrap the trunk and the thickest parts 
of the lower branches with special “Tree 
Wrap” paper, as shown in the illustra- 
tion, page 51. This heavy, treated paper, 
obtainable in garden supply stores, comes 
in rolls of varying widths and is wrapped

must be supplied with plant nutrients. 
Yet these same persons would not plant 
a vegetable or flower garden without 
adding some kind of food! 

One of the most common ways to feed 
older trees is to place a completely 
balanced dry chemical fertilizer in holes 
around the tree, as illustrated in the 
drawing on page 92. 

A second way is to first dissolve a 
completely balanced chemical fertilizer 
in water and then force the solution 
into the soil throughout the root area 
by means of special tree-feeding needles, 
obtainable in horticultural supply stores. 

Whether the plant nutrients are ap- 
plied dry or in solution, they should 
never be placed too close to the main 
trunk. The area to treat starts several 
feet from the trunk and extends out 
as far as the spread of the branches. 

The third and most modern way 
(though still little used), is to spray a 
complete nutrient solution directly on 
the leaves. This solution can be applied 
in water er combined with most spray 
materials. The material I have used on 
hundreds of shade trees in this way has 
already been suggested for use on newly 
transplanted trees. I have used Ra-pid- 


gro at the rate of a pound in 30 gallons 
of water with excellent results. 

Pruning the right way and at the 
right time reduces the risk of damage 
to life and property by falling tree parts. 
Moreover, the prompt removal of all 
broken, dead or diseased branches pre- 
vents decay-producing fungi from pene- 
trating parts of the tree to which such 
affected branches are attached. 

Pruning cuts heal over much faster 
where branches are removed in early 
spring before the growing season starts. 
Some trees, birches and maples particu- 
larly, bleed so freely when pruned in 
spring as to alarm the owner. Actually 
this bleeding is not as harmful to the 
tree as amateurs believe. Heavy bleeders, 
however, are best pruned in mid- or late- 
summer, when they bleed less freely. 

Wounds are an important source of 
many tree troubles. Trun!: cavities, for 
example, get their start when the bark 
is severely injured by automobiles, lawn- 
mowers, children, rodents and even un- 
favorable weather conditions. The wound 
made during the course of removing a 
weakened or diseased branch may also 
serve as an entrance for fungi and in- 
sects unless properly treated. Treating 
damage to the bark is one job the tree 
owner can learn to do himself. 

Fortunately, all trees do not have to 
be sprayed each year. A few, like elms,

must be sprayed several times each year 
because of the annual appearance of in- 
sects such as leaf beetles, canker worms, 
and bark beetles. Other trees, like 
maples, must be sprayed only eccasion- 
ally—when pests like aphids or canker 
worms become abundant. Still others, 
as for example horse chestnuts and syca- 
mores, are annually subject to fungus 
attacks and therefore a fungicide must be 
applied 2 or 3 times in the spring. 
There are a few diseases for which no 
effective control is known, such as the 
highly destructive oak wilt, recently 
found as far east as central Pennsylvania; 
the virus disease of elms known as 
phloem necrosis, which has killed hun- 
dreds of thousands of large elms through- 
out the Middle West; and the Dutch 
elm disease, so highly destructive to all 
kinds of elms in the Northeast. Some 
promising treatments are now being 
tested for the latter disease but it is too 
early to say whether these will cure an 
infected tree or prevent infection.»

Place the second band, which is 16 
inches less in diameter, in the center of 
the first band, leaving an 8-inch-wide soil 
terrace between the outside edges of the 
two bands. The sand that was placed in 
the center is then spread out to approxi- 
mately l-inch thickness at the outer edge. 
The remaining area of the second band is 
then filled with soil. 

Follow the same procedure with the 
third and fourth bands, being sure to 
spread out coarse sand at the base of 
each terrace. This forms an easy pas- 
sage to the roots of all plants for water 
or liquid fertilizers. The sand core in 
the center of the bed is not absolutely 
necessary, however. We have had good 
results without it. An aluminum collar 
is placed in the center of the top terrace 
to make watering easy. 

It is recommended that some organic 
fertilizer be mixed with the soil in the 
outer eight inches of each terrace. This 
not only makes available to the plants 
extra nourishment, but increases the wa- 
terholding capacity of the soil. 

Now you are ready to plant. Our rec- 
ommendation for the number of straw- 
berry plants varies from 50 to 75 per 
pyramid, depending upon the size of the 
plants and your spacing preference. 
There are roughly 50 linear feet of plant- 
ing surface on the four terraces. With 
an 8-inch space between plants, 75 plants 
can be accommodated. With a foot be- 
tween, the number of plants would be 
fifty. 

To get the most strawberries per square 
foot of garden space, plant everbearing 
varieties. You will enjoy fresh straw- 
berries from spring until fall. 

As a final touch to your pyramid, 
spread a heavy layer of sawdust over 
the entire terrace area. We find that this 
gives excellent results. It helps hold 
moisture, retards weeds and keeps plants 
clean, not spattered with mud. 

Our first pyramid not only appealed 
to us—our bird friends were overwhelmed 
by it. In self-defense we experimented 
with bird repellents. Finally we devised 
aluminum support strips which fasten to 
the center collar and lower ring. Over 
these we can throw either a net or plastic 
cover, whichever the need calls for. 

The transparent plastic cover, which 
fits over the same supports, was designed 
to perform the function of a hotbed to 
protect the plants from early 
frosts and winds.

Some soils may be sour, that is, acid, 
and need lime; others, far fewer in the 
eastern half of the country, may be 
alkaline and require ammonium sulphate 
or land sulphur. You cannot judge these 


matters by looking at or smelling the 
soil; a chemical test must be made. You 


can make this test yourself with one of 
the soil-testing kits that are sold for the 


purpose and. if you are experimentally 
minded, you can get some fun out of 


doing it, but you can also get a prescrip- 
tion for your soil—free, 
the agricultural 
your state. 

To get the necessary soil sample, take 
a trowel of soil, lifted vertically, not 
scraped off the top. from each corner and 
from the center of the plot your garden 
will occupy. and mix them all up. Send 
about a pint of this to the station, putting 
your name as well as

a test. Tell in a few words any pertinent 
facts about your garden and what vege- 
tables you want to grow.

Digging the Soil 


There are those who say that digging 
is unnecessary and unnatural, and if you 
listen long enough. you will hear other 
odd and often addled ideas about soil. 
It is obvious that to get the best results 
the soil must be in that state of tilth, or 
physical condition, which will enable 
little rootlets to make their way through 
it, yet it must not, on the other hand, be 
so open that there are small air pockets 





from which the plant can derive nothing. | 


Digging should not begin too early in 
the season or the soil may again become 
compacted. The proper time is when the 
worst of winter has gone and the soil is 
at the stage of dryness where a squeezed 
handful will just barely stick together. 
See photograph on top of page 64. 

Dig easily, driving the spade or fork 
down vertically, not at an angle. Do not 
try to lift too much at a time and avoid 
putting too much leverage on your back 
as you are likely to be out of training so 
early in the season. All large stones 
should be thrown aside. clods broken up, 


the whole firmed down and the surfate | 


smoothed with the back of a rake. 

While this preparatory work is going 
on, you will be thinking of what vege- 
tables to grow and, being human, prob- 
ably consider far too many. Time will 
be well spent in reading a good catalogue

striking a nice balance between ambition 
and the hours you are prepared to spend 
in the garden through the season. 

Before making a plan—and every good 
vegetable garden should be sketched out 
on paper first—you must decide what 
vegetables you are going to grow. The 
predilections of the family will help as 
well as the availability and accessibility 
of some kinds, fresh or frozen, from the 
store. Possibly the easiest to grow. those 
that can pretty well shift for themselves 
once they get a good start, are tomatoes 
and beans. And everyone likes to have 
handy at the kitchen door the makings 
of a salad, of which the foundation is 
lettuce. This should preferably be of the 
loose-leaf type, from which a few leaves 
at a time are cut, such as Simpson’s 
Curled and Oak Leaf, both old 


sturdy 


favorites. Oak Leaf will stand a fair de- 
gree of heat. Cress, or peppergrass, and 
mustard are also easy-to-grow salad 
plants. 


Carrots are worth trying because you 
can pull them when they are only a 
finger long and at their sweetest, which 
the market gardener can’t afford to do. 
Swiss chard is a leaf beet with inedible 
root but heavy succulent stems and large 
leaves which make good boiling greens 
throughout the summer. A few plants of 
bush squash will be rewarding but each 
will need a circular space about 3 feet 
across. 

Whether you can grow sweet corn 
largely depends on the size of your plot. 
Remember that corn is a tall and leafy 
plant which occupies much space for its 
small yield. This is also true of cucum- 
bers. melons and the big, trailing winter 
squashes. You can even have flowers in 
your vegetable garden if you grow a row 
of okra, which has handsome large blos- 
soms all summer if the tiny pods are 
picked. Pods are especially good fried. 


Vegetables All Summer 


While planning your vegetable garden 
on paper, you must also be deciding 
whether you want vegetables all through 
summer and up to the time Jack Frost 
rings down the curtain on the season, or 
less desirable—whether you are going to 
have a feast and famine garden, with 
most of the vegetables being harvested 
early and with none to carry on the rest 
of the summer. To avoid the latter, do 
not sow the whole of your seeds at one 
time, but rather in installments at inter- 
vals of ten days to two weeks. With snap 
beans, for example, the first sowing 
should be made when frost danger has 
passed and the soil has warmed up; the 
last about ten weeks before the first frost 
is due. 

Suppose your bean rows are to total 
60 feet in length, and your first sowing 
is to be in mid-May. At that time sow 
10 feet of row, and repeat every two 
weeks until August. Each 10-foot section

should yield four to five quarts of beans 
—not all at one time, of course, as the 
plants continue to produce if all beans 
are picked when they reach small, edible 
size. 

Most of the bush bean varieties need 
50 to 60 days for harvesting which is not 
a very wide difference in maturing, but 
with some vegetables there is a wider 
range. The earliest garden peas such as 
Alaska and Yukon, will be ready in less 
than 60 days; the latest, such as Dwarf 
Telephone, require nearly three weeks 
longer if sown at the same time. In read- 
ing a seed catalogue, therefore, the days 
for each variety may be noted and plant- 
ing with different varieties arranged 
accordingly. 

Another way to keep vegetables com- 
ing is by what is known as succession 
cropping, that is, following the early- 
maturing plants with another vegetable. 
Thus when the first beans have done their 
best, they may be ripped out and re- 
placed by young cabbage plants. Toma- 
toes, peppers and eggplants, which thrive 
in hot weather. are all good for succes- 
sion. Endive and Chinese cabbage may 
be sown for late salads. One way to save 
space is to inter-crop. that is, plant two 
vegetables in the same row. A common 
example is the old-fashioned practice of 
having pole beans climb corn stalks. with 
the beans bearing when the corn ears 
have all been picked. 

Once you’ve decided on your vege- 
tables, sketch on paper a plan showing 
the rows at the right distances apart, 
running approximately north and south 
to get full benefit of the sun. Mark each 
line on the diagram with what you pur- 
pose to sow in it, keeping in mind that 
low growing plants should be in front. 
tall at the back. 

When the soil is prepared and frost 
danger past, follow your plan and mark 
out the rews with the aid of a stake at 
either end and a string stretched on the 
ground between them. This makes for a 
neat. orderly and more easily worked 
plot. Along the line of the string make 
a shallow trough. For small seeds this 
can be done by laying the rake flat and 
treading on the handle, but such larger 
seeds as peas and beans must go much 
deeper and their trough scooped out. 

In seeding, the common error is to do 
it too thickly, with the result that seed- 
lings may be stifled by overcrowding and 
more time will have to be spent in thin- 
ning out than need be. Tiny seeds can 
be mixed with sand to make them spread’ 
more easily, and it is now possible to buy 
coated seeds, which can be set one at a 
time, as readily as peas. For some vege- 
tables, you probably won’t use seed at 
all, but young plants bought from the 
local nursery or seed store. This is par- 
ticularly true of tomatoes, broccoli, egg- 
plant, peppers, cabbage and cauliflower, 
if these are on your list.»

not in unlimited quantities, but with 
enough for those who want nothing but 
the best to get a start. By all means talk 
it over with your state research and ex- 
tension folks who know turf. Maybe they 
have some. local recommendations you 
should know. 

Folks who have to produce the best 
in golf turf have become pretty well dis- 
gusted over their rather consistent fail- 
ures to get what they wanted with the 
ordinary grass seeds. Over the years 
we've 


seen homeowners do the same 
thing. We knew that when we got a 
better fescue for fairways, we would 


have that grass for lawns, too. 

The combined efforts of Prof. H. B. 
Musser and his staff at State College, 
Pennsylvania, a well-known seed grower 
on the West Coast and the USGA Green 
Section have resulted in new proven 
strains of creeping red fescue which ap- 
pear to be to the common red fescues 
what Merion bluegrass is to Kentucky 
bluegrass. These new fescues will be 
produced as a synthetic blend and should 
reach the market in two to three years. 
Until then, we will continue to use Penn 
State chewings fescue, Illahee creeping 
red fescue and Oregon red creeper. 





© “Turf Management,” the USGA’s 
new book, is available by mail from 
the FLowerR Grower BooKsuHop, 
2049 Grand Central Terminal, New 
York 17, N. Y., $6.15. This book is 
as valuable to the home gardener as 
it is to the golf course superinten- 
dent. 
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Bentgrasses never have been popular 
for lawns because they require a lot of 
work, are subject to various diseases 
which the homeowner can’t cope with and 
usually look ratty when they should be 
at their best. Much improvement work 
on the bentgrasses has been done by the 
USGA Green Section and by several state 
experiment stations. 

Penn State has come up with a poly- 
cross creeping bent seed which will be in 
heavy demand for golf courses. How it 
will fit into home lawns remains to be 
seen. Rhode Island has been working on 
improved types of colonial bents and we 
may have something in that line for home 
lawns in a few years. There is nothing 
available as yet. Lawn mixtures with 
bent will still include Astoria, Highland 
and New Zealand colonial bents. Sea- 
side is rarely used in lawn mixtures. 

In 1927 the author began his work with 
the USGA Green Section at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. Weed control was 
one of the first projects. Today, after 
nearly 25 years of research, crabgrass 
has been removed from the No. 1 spot 
among the nation’s turf weeds. Improved 
grasses, safe chemicals, aerifying ma- 
chinery, better fertilizing knowledge, 
combs on mowers and other factors have 
led to the downfall of crabgrass. The 
great and crying need today is for the 
extension service to get the available in- 
formation to the people who need it. 

Since 1946 there has developed a 
dramatic change in turf management. 
The major change lies in our ability to 
cultivate soils under turf surfaces with-

out spoiling the surface for play. When 
this can be done successfully on a put- 
ting green one must admit that it can be 
done on nearly any kind of turf, lawns 
especially. Any golf course supply dealer 
can further explain this aerifying tech- 
nique and furnish a machine to do it. 
Some nurserymen and landscape garden- 
ers provide custom aerifying. 

The best time to aerify lawns is in 
spring and fall when the amount of soil 
moisture is favorable for growth and 
easy cultivation.

plied after aerifying 
root zone. Rainfall enters the soil in- 
stead of running off, necessitating fewer 
watering periods and irrigation water is 
consequently saved. 

Tools of various sizes are available for 
any size turf area up to and including 
pastures. Aerifier holes make perfect 
pockets for foolproof seeding when in- 
troducing new grass into the existing 
turf. This little-known feature of aerify- 
ing alone has resulted in great savings 
of seed on many turf areas over the 
United States. 

The USGA Green Section has spent 
over $15,000 in the last few years to 
learn more about proper watering of 
turf. Work has been done at several 
places including Penn State, Michigan 
and California. Everything so far points 
to the basic recommendation of “water 
when needed.” Much turf is overwatered 
and poorly watered. Too little often 
would be better than too much. Addi- 
tional studies supported by the manu- 
facturers of the “Aerifer” indicate greatly 
improved water penetration after cultiva- 
tion with their machine.

earlier, are high in vitamin content. 
Mr. Riebe has few pest problems. 

In organic gardening, as in any gar- 
dening. the foundation for good results 
in the future begins with the making of 
a rich compost. Mr. builds a 
square pile consisting lawn 
clippings, discarded vegetable and flower 
plants—provided they are healthy.

by electricity. An electric cable 10 
inches underground connects with a 
kitchen plug and has a thermostat to con- 
trol the heat. These hotbeds enable Mr. 
Riebe to get a jump on the season 
by starting radishes, onion sets and let- 
tuce February 1. The second sash is 
planted with seeds of tomatoes, celery, 
early cabbage and leeks. When trans- 
planting time comes round the cold- 
frame is useful as an overflow. The 
common error of growing too many 
plants is carefully avoided. For instance, 
25 tomato plants are adequate for current 
needs and in addition enough for 30 
quarts of tomato juice; 12 cucumber 
plants produce so heavily that extras 
are turned into delicious pickles. 

There are four crops of kohlrabi, 
radishes and lettuce during the season, 
due to successive sowings from mid- 
March to September. The first crop of 
kohlrabi is started in the hotbed in 
March; seedlings are set out in the gar- 
den in early April. The new Cherry Belle 
radish has proved to be heat-resistant 
and matures in exactly 21 days. Cauli- 
flower, difficult to grow in this climate, 
is no problem, as a New England strain 
of blue cauliflower is used; this suc- 
ceeds the early cabbage and heads per- 
fectly in the hot summers which prevail 
in this section of the country. These 
vegetables take little space. 

Another trick of Mr. Riebe’s for get- 
ting a head start is to plant onion sets 
in December. These are put in the 
ground 6 inches deep and are mulched 
with leaves; they are then ready for 
use as soon as the onions started in 
the frame are over. 

A miniature root cellar for storing 
vegetables for winter use is improvised 
by digging a frame 2 feet deep. Kohl- 
rabi, cabbage, leeks and celeriac are 
packed in it and protected with a mat 
over the sash. Additional protection is 
given by banking the sides of the frame 
with the soil removed when excavating.

He works them in pleasur- 
ably over week ends or in the cool of the 
long summer evenings. Eight hours per 
week is about all the time he takes for 
maintenance.

Raspberries, 30 plants: 90 pints

Two quince trees give approximately 2 


bushels of fruit, and a dwarf Mont- 
morency cherry, espaliered against a 


north fence to save space and reduce 
shade in the garden, yields 50 quarts. 
Boysenberries can be raised in a north- 
ern climate if given winter protection. 
This is done by merely laying the canes 
on the ground and covering them lightly 
with soil and a mulch of leaves. A novel 
idea for growing strawberries close to 
rocks comes from Chinese gardeners. 
(Also see strawberry article, page 57.) 
They place boulders between their straw- 
berry rows for earlier harvest as the rocks 
absorb heat during the day and radiate it 
at night. Mr. Riebe has planted one of 
his strawberry beds at the base of a 
low stone wall with the result that the 
fruit ripens a week or more earlier. 

Home gardening takes on a new in- 
terest when one ventures into the un- 
usual, and certainly Mr. Riebe’s “south- 
ern garden” is out-of-the-ordinary. In a 
protected spot, just off a roomy patio 
porch, a hobby garden has been de- 
veloped. Here the rigors of northern cli- 
mate are defied by coaxing tender, south- 
ern beauties into flower and _ fruit. 
Camellias, figs, Aucuba japonica, crape- 
myrtle, Nandina domestica and Mag- 
nolia grandiflora are planted in the 
ground. Grown in tubs and pots are 
ponderosa lemons, calamondin oranges, 
Plumbago capensis, climbing geranium, 
oleanders, bougainvillea and agapanthus. 
They are wintered in an unheated base- 
ment. garage or sun porch. 

Mr. Riebe also grows cotton annually 
from seed collected the previous season. 
Cotton is fine for Christmas decorations 
with greens,

News on Elm Disease 


@ The Dutch elm disease has been 
dealt another blow by a new chemical 
discovered at the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. The 
new compound, which goes by the 
tongue-twisting name of 2-methyl- 
carboxymercaptobenzothiazole, has’ 
given better results against the dis- 
ease than any material now being 
used. Like other chemicals used to 
combat Dutch elm disease, it acts 
chemotherapeutically—that is, its ac- 
tion is from the inside of the plant 
out. It is absorbed by the elm tree 
and attacks the disease-causing fungus 
at its source, deep within the tree.

gus sprengeri and tradescantia grow 
luxuriantly in hanging baskets lined with 
sphagnum moss and filled with compost. 
The tradescantia seems to be a good 
barometer; it only blooms when rain is 
imminent, continues to bloom during the 
rain and stops flowering when the 
weather is fair. This plant, obtainable 
from botanical gardens, is easy to grow 
from cuttings, and makes a distinctive 
house plant. 

Another southern favorite is the tropi- 
cal annual luffa vine which grows lux- 
uriantly from seed collected the previous 
season and started in the hotbed. Its

yellow flowers are very decorative and 
the fruit provides rough fibrous sponges 


good for scrubbing. About two dozen 
sponges are harvested annually from 


four vines. However, success with this 
plant (in the north) depends upon an 
early start and a southern exposure. 
Another hobby of Mr. Riebe’s is the 
propagation of woody ornamentals. These 
are raised from cuttings, seeds and by air- 
layering. Cuttings are taken in mid- 
summer and rooted under bell-glasses or 


jars. Aucuba japonica, Ligustrum luci- 
dum, climbing roses, clematis and _ hol- 
lies are among those started in this 


way. The Franklin tree, Sophora ja- 
ponica, styrax and albizzia are grown 


from seeds which are first stratified. (In 
the fall the seeds are laid between layers 
of sand in a flat which is then buried and 
covered with glass or screening to keep 
out mice. After this period of winter 
storage the seeds are sown in the usual 
way in the spring.

and magnolias. Both of these root in 
six to eight weeks. Their bark is scraped 
to the green layer which is then covered 
with a mixture of fine sphagnum and 
peatmoss. This is covered with a spe- 
cial plastic film made for this purpose 
and tied securely in place. No further 
care is required as the plastic retains 
moisture and the sphagnum and peat- 
moss make ideal rooting mediums. When 
the plants are well rooted they are trans- 
ferred to the “play nursery.” Later on 
when they are larger, they are planted 
in the “finishing nursery” (see plan).

@ Among the many interesting items in 
the list of Frank H. Rose, 102 Poplar 
Street, Missoula, Montana, | was espe- 
cially struck by Eriogonum ovalifolium, 
which I have known and admired for 
many years. I was also interested in the 
unique way he had of dodging the pres- 
ent confusion in the names of the species. 
“I am not a buckwheat authority,” he 
said, “and won’t be irked if you prefer 
other names.” He has the plant with 
lovely gray white mounds and an abun- 
dance of white to rose flowers (according 
to his description), but my plants have 
been a very pale yellow. Almost any 
eriogonum you get is likely to be a 
pleasant surprise in its summer bloom- 
ing and ease of culture in lean sandy soil.
